"Subcontract," as used in this clause, means a contract or contractual action entered into by a prime Contractor or
subcontractor for the purpose of obtaining supplies, materials, equipment, or services of any kind under a prime
contract.

"Subcontractor," as used in this clause, (1) means any person, other than the prime Contractor, who offers to furnish
or furnishes any supplies, materials, equipment, or services of any kind under a prime contract or a subcontract
entered into in connection with such prime contract, and (2) includes any person who offersto furnish or furnishes
general suppliesto the prime Contractor or a higher tier subcontractor.

"Subcontractor employee," as used in this clause, means any officer, partner, employee, or agent of a subcontractor.
(b) The Anti-Kickback Act of 1986 (41 U.S.C. 51-58) (the Act), prohibits any person from -

(1) Providing or attempting to provide or offering to provide any kickback;

(2) Saliciting, accepting, or attempting to accept any kickback; or

(3) Including, directly or indirectly, the amount of any kickback in the contract price charged by a prime Contractor to
the United States or in the contract price charged by a subcontractor to a prime Contractor or higher tier
subcontractor.

(c)(1) The Contractor shall havein place and follow reasonabl e procedures designed to prevent and detect possible
violations described in paragraph (b) of this clausein its own operations and direct business relationships.

(B) Obtaining or giving anyone a competitive advantage in the award of a Federal agency procurement contract; or
(ii) The head of the contracting activity has determined, based upon a preponderance of the evidence, that the
Contractor or someone acting for the Contractor has engaged in conduct constituting an offense punishable under

subsections 27(e)(1) of the Act.

(b) If the Government rescinds the contract under paragraph (a) of this clause, the Government is entitled to recover,
in addition to any penalty prescribed by law, the amount expended under the contract.

(c) Therights and remedies of the Government specified herein are not exclusive, and are in addition to any other
rights and remedies provided by law, regulation, or under this contract.

(End of clause)

52.203-10 PRICE OR FEE ADJUSTMENT FOR ILLEGAL OR IMPROPER ACTIVITY (JAN 1997)

"Influencing or attempting to influence," as used in this clause, means making, with the intent to influence, any
communication to or appearance before an officer or employee of any agency, aMember of Congress, an officer or
employee of Congress, or an employee of aMember of Congressin connection with any covered Federal action.

"Local government," as used in this clause, means a unit of government in a State and, if chartered, established, or
otherwise recognized by a State for the performance of agovernmental duty, including alocal public authority, a
specia district, an intrastate district, a council of governments, a sponsor group representative organization, and any
other instrumentality of alocal government.

"Officer or employee of an agency," as used in this clause, includes the following individuals who are employed by
an agency:

(1) Anindividual who is appointed to a position in the Government under Title 5, United States Code, including a
position under atemporary appointment.

(2) A member of the uniformed services, as defined in subsection 101(3), Title 37, United States Code.
(3) A special Government employee, as defined in section 202, Title 18, United States Code.

(4) Anindividua who isamember of a Federal advisory committee, as defined by the Federal Advisory Committee
Act, Title 5, United States Code, appendix 2.

"Person," as used in this clause, means an individual, corporation, company, association, authority, firm, partnership,
society, State, and local government, regardless of whether such entity is operated for profit, or not for profit. This
term excludes an Indian tribe, tribal organization, or any other Indian organization with respect to expenditures
specifically permitted by other Federal law.

"Reasonable compensation,” as used in this clause, means, with respect to aregularly employed officer or employee
of any person, compensation that is consistent with the normal compensation for such officer or employee for work
that is not furnished to, not funded by, or not furnished in cooperation with the Federal Government.

"Reasonable payment," as used in this clause, means, with respect to professional and other technical services, a
payment in an amount that is consistent with the amount normally paid for such servicesin the private sector.

An officer or employee who is employed by such person for less than 130 working days
within 1 year immediately preceding the date of the submission that initiates agency consideration of such person
shall be considered to be regularly employed as soon as he or sheis employed by such person for 130 working days.

(1) Discussing with an agency the qualities and characteristics (including individual demonstrations) of the person's
products or services, conditions or terms of sale, and service capabilities.

(2) Technical discussions and other activities regarding the application or adaptation of the person's products or
services for an agency's use.

(D) Thefollowing agency and legislative liaison activities are permitted where they are prior to formal solicitation of
any covered Federal action--

(1) Providing any information not specifically requested but necessary for an agency to make an informed decision
about initiation of a covered Federal action;

(2) Technical discussions regarding the preparation of an unsolicited proposal prior to its official submission; and

(3) Capability presentations by persons seeking awards from an agency pursuant to the provisions of the Small
Business Act, as amended by Pub. L. 95-507, and subsequent amendments.

(E) Only those services expressly authorized by subdivision (b)(3)(i)(A) of this clause are permitted under this clause.
(ii) Professional and technical services.

(A) The prohibition on the use of appropriated funds, in subparagraph (b)(1) of this clause, does not apply in the
case of--
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(1) A payment of reasonable compensation made to an officer or employee of a person requesting or receiving a
covered Federal action or an extension, continuation, renewal, amendment, or modification of acovered Federal
action, if payment isfor professional or technical services rendered directly in the preparation, submission, or
negotiation of any bid, proposal, or application for that Federal action or for meeting requirements imposed by or
pursuant to law as a condition for receiving that Federal action.

(2) Any reasonable payment to a person, other than an officer or employee of a person requesting or receiving a
covered Federal action or an extension, continuation, renewal, amendment, or modification of a covered Federal
action if the payment isfor professional or technical servicesrendered directly in the preparation, submission, or
negotiation of any bid, proposal, or application for that Federal action or for meeting requirements imposed by or
pursuant to law as a condition for receiving that Federal action. Persons other than officers or employees of a person
requesting or receiving a covered Federal action include consultants and trade associations.

(B) For purposes of subdivision (b)(3)(ii)(A) of this clause, "professional and technical services" shall belimited to
advice and analysis directly applying any professional or technical discipline. For example, drafting of alegal
document acconpanying abid or proposal by alawyer is alowable. Similarly, technical advice provided by an
engineer on the performance or operational capability of a piece of equipment rendered directly in the negotiation of a
contract is allowable. However, communications with the intent to influence made by a professional (such asa
licensed lawyer) or atechnical person (such as alicensed accountant) are not allowable under this section unless
they provide advice and analysis directly applying their professional or technical expertise and unless the advice or
analysisisrendered directly and solely in the preparation, submission or negotiation of a covered Federal action.
Thus, for example, communications with the intent to influence made by alawyer that do not provide legal advice or
analysisdirectly and solely related to the legal aspects of hisor her client's proposal, but generally advocate one
proposal over another are not allowable under this section because the lawyer is not providing professional legal
services. Similarly, communications with the intent to influence made by an engineer providing an engineering
analysis prior to the preparation or submission of abid or proposal are not allowable under this section since the
engineer is providing technical services but not directly in the preparation, submission or negotiation of a covered
Federal action.

(C) Requirements imposed by or pursuant to law as a condition for receiving a covered Federal award include those
required by law or regulation and any other requirements in the actual award documents.

(D) Only those services expressly authorized by subdivisions (b)(3)(ii)(A)(1) and (2) of this clause are permitted
under this clause.

(E) The reporting requirements of FAR 3.803(a) shall not apply with respect to payments of reasonable compensation
made to regularly employed officers or employees of a person.

(c) Disclosure.

(1) The Contractor who requests or receives from an agency a Federal contract shall file with that agency adisclosure
form, OMB standard form LLL, Disclosure of Lobbying Activities, if such person has made or has agreed to make any
payment using nonappropriated funds (to include profits from any covered Federal action), which would be
prohibited under subparagraph (b)(1) of this clause, if paid for with appropriated funds.

(2) The Contractor shall file a disclosure form at the end of each calendar quarter in which there occurs any event that
materially affects the accuracy of the information contained in any disclosure form previously filed by such person
under subparagraph (c)(1) of this clause. An event that materially affects the accuracy of the information reported
includes--

(i) A cumulativeincrease of $25,000 or more in the amount paid or expected to be paid for influencing or attempting to
influence a covered Federal action; or
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(ii) A change in the person(s) or individual (s) influencing or attempting to influence a covered Federal action; or

(iii) A changein the officer(s), employee(s), or Member(s) contacted to influence or attempt to influence a covered
Federal action.

(3) The Contractor shall require the submittal of a certification, and if required, a disclosure form by any person who
requests or receives any subcontract exceeding $100,000 under the Federal contract.

(4) All subcontractor disclosure forms (but not certifications) shall be forwarded from tier to tier until received by the
prime Contractor. The prime Contractor shall submit all disclosuresto the Contracting Officer at the end of the
calendar quarter in which the disclosure form is submitted by the subcontractor. Each subcontractor certification
shall be retained in the subcontract file of the awarding Contractor.

(d) Agreement. The Contractor agrees not to make any payment prohibited by this clause.

(e) Pendlties.

(1) Any person who makes an expenditure prohibited under paragraph (a) of this clause or who failsto file or amend
the disclosure form to be filed or amended by paragraph (b) of this clause shall be subject to civil penalties as
provided for by 31 U.S.C. 1352. An imposition of acivil penalty does not prevent the Government from seeking any
other remedy that may be applicable.

(2) Contractors may rely without liability on the representation made by their subcontractorsin the certification and
disclosure form.

(f) Cost alowability. Nothing in this clause makes allowable or reasonable any costs which would otherwise be
unallowable or unreasonable. Conversely, costs made specifically unallowable by the requirementsin this clause will
not be made allowable under any other provision.

(End of clause)

52204-4  PRINTED OR COPIED DOUBLE-SIDED ON RECYCLED PAPER (AUG 2000)

(a) Definitions. As used in this clause-

“Postconsumer material” means amaterial or finished product that has served its intended use and has been
discarded for disposal or recovery, having completed itslife as a consumer item. Postconsumer material is a part of
the broader category of “recovered material.” For paper and paper products, postconsumer material means
“postconsumer fiber” defined by the U.S. Environmental Protection Agency (EPA) as--

(1) Paper, paperboard, and fibrous materials from retail stores, office buildings, homes, and so forth, after they have
passed through their end-usage as a consumer item, including: used corrugated boxes; old newspapers; old
magazines, mixed waste paper; tabulating cards; and used cordage; or

(2) All paper, paperboard, and fibrous material s that enter and are collected from municipal solid waste; but not

(3) Fiber derived from printers' over-runs, converters' scrap, and over-issue publications.

“Printed or copied double-sided” means printing or reproducing a document so that information is on both sides of a
sheet of paper.
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“Recovered material,” for paper and paper products, is defined by EPA in its Comprehensive Procurement Guideline
as “recovered fiber” and meansthe following materials;

(1) Postconsumer fiber; and
(2) Manufacturing wastes such as--

(i) Dry paper and paperboard waste generated after completion of the papermaking process (that is, those
manufacturing operations up to and including the cutting and trimming of the paper machine reel into smaller rollsor
rough sheets) including: envelope cuttings, bindery trimmings, and other paper and paperboard waste resulting from
printing, cutting, forming, and other converting operations; bag, box, and carton manufacturing wastes; and butt
rolls, mill wrappers, and rejected unused stock; and

(ii) Repulped finished paper and paperboard from obsolete inventories of paper and paperboard manufacturers,
merchants, wholesalers, dealers, printers, converters, or others.

(b) In accordance with Section 101 of Executive Order 13101 of September 14, 1998, Greening the Government through
Waste Prevention, Recycling, and Federal Acquisition, the Contractor is encouraged to submit paper documents,
such as offers, letters, or reports, that are printed or copied double-sided on recycled paper that meet minimum
content standards specified in Section 505 of Executive Order 13101, when not using electronic commerce methods to
submit information or data to the Government.

(c) If the Contractor cannot purchase high-speed copier paper, offset paper, forms bond, computer printout paper,
carbonless paper, file folders, white wove envel opes, writing and office paper, book paper, cotton fiber paper, and
cover stock meeting the 30 percent postconsumer material standard for use in submitting paper documentsto the
Government, it should use paper containing no less than 20 percent postconsumer material. This lesser standard
should be used only when paper meeting the 30 percent postconsumer material standard is not obtainable at a
reasonabl e price or does not meet reasonable performance standards.

(End of clause)

52209-6 PROTECTING THE GOVERNMENT'SINTEREST WHEN SUBCONTRACTING WITH CONTRACTORS
DEBARRED, SUSPENDED, OR PROPOSED FOR DEBARMENT (JUL 1995)

(a) The Government suspends or debars Contractors to protect the Government'sinterests. The Contractor shall not
enter into any subcontract in excess of the $25,000 with a Contractor that is debarred, suspended, or proposed for
debarment unlessthereisa compelling reason to do so.

(b) The Contractor shall require each proposed first-tier subcontractor, whose subcontract will exceed $25,000, to
disclose to the Contractor, in writing, whether as of the time of award of the subcontract, the subcontractor, or its
principles, isor isnot debarred, suspended, or proposed for debarment by the Federal Government.

(c) A corporate officer or adesignee of the Contractor shall notify the Contracting Officer, in writing, before entering
into a subcontract with a party that is debarred, suspended, or proposed for debarment (see FAR 9.404 for
information on the List of Parties Excluded from Federal Procurement and Nonprocurement Programs). The notice
must include the following:

(1) The name of the subcontractor.

(2) The Contractor's knowledge of the reasons for the subcontractor being on the List of Parties Excluded from
Federal Procurement and Nonprocurement Programs.
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(3) The compelling reason(s) for doing business with the subcontractor notwithstanding itsinclusion on the List of
Parties Excluded from Federal Procurement and Nonprocurement Programs.
(4) The systems and procedures the Contractor has established to ensure that it is fully protecting the Government's
interests when dealing with such subcontractor in view of the specific basis for the party's debarment, suspension, or

proposed debarment.

(End of clause)

52211-10 COMMENCEMENT, PROSECUTION, AND COMPLETION OF WORK (APR 1934)

The Contractor shall be required to (2) commence work under this contract within15 calendar days after the date the
Contractor receives the notice to proceed, (b) prosecute the work diligently, and (c) complete the entire work ready
for use not later than 250 calendar days after the date of receipt of notice to proceed. The time stated for completion
shall includefinal cleanup of the premises.

(End of clause)

52.211-12 LIQUIDATED DAMAGES--CONSTRUCTION (SEP 2000)

(a) If the Contractor failsto complete the work within the time specified in the contract, the Contractor shall pay
liquidated damages to the Government in the amount of $1070.00 for each calendar day of delay until thework is
completed or accepted.

(b) If the Government terminates the Contractor's right to proceed, liquidated damages will continue to accrue until
the work is completed. These liquidated damages are in addition to excess costs of repurchase under the Termination
clause.

(End of clause)

52.211-18 VARIATION IN ESTIMATED QUANTITY (APR 1984)

If the quantity of aunit-priced item in this contract is an estimated quantity and the actual quantity of the unit-priced
item varies more than 15 percent above or below the estimated quantity, an equitable adjustment in the contract price
shall be made upon demand of either party. The equitable adjustment shall be based upon any increase or decrease in
costs due solely to the variation above 115 percent or below 85 percent of the estimated quantity. If the quantity
variation is such asto cause an increase in the time necessary for completion, the Contractor may request, in writing,
an extension of time, to be received by the Contracting Officer within 10 days from the beginning of the delay, or
within such further period as may be granted by the Contracting Officer before the date of final settlement of the
contract. Upon the receipt of awritten request for an extension, the Contracting Officer shall ascertain the facts and
make an adjustment for extending the compl etion date as, in the judgement of the Contracting Officer, isjustified.

52.214-26 AUDIT AND RECORDS--SEALED BIDDING. (OCT 1997)
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(a) Asused in this clause, records includes books, documents, accounting procedures and practices, and other data,
regardless of type and regardless of whether such items arein written form, in the form of computer data, or in any
other form.

(b) Cost or pricing data. If the Contractor has been required to submit cost or pricing datain connection with the
pricing of any maodification to this contract, the Contracting Officer, or an authorized representative of the
Contracting Officer, in order to evaluate the accuracy, completeness, and currency of the cost or pricing data, shall
have the right to examine and audit all of the Contractor's records, including computations and projections, related
to--

(1) The proposal for the modification;

(2) The discussions conducted on the proposal(s), including those related to negotiating;
(3) Pricing of the modification; or

(4) Performance of the modification.

(c) Comptroller General. In the case of pricing any modification, the Comptroller General of the United States, or an
authorized representative, shall have the same rights as specified in paragraph (b) of this clause.

(d) Availability. The Contractor shall make available at its office at all reasonable times the materials described in
reproduction, until 3 years after final payment under this contract, or for any other period specified in Subpart 4.7 of
the Federal Acquisition Regulation (FAR). FAR Subpart 4.7, Contractor Records Retention, in effect on the data of
this contract, isincorporated by referencein its entirety and made a part of this contract.

(2) If this contract is completely or partially terminated, the records relating to the work terminated shall be made
availablefor 3 years after any resulting final termination settlement.

(2) Records pertaining to appeal s under the Disputes clause or to litigation or the settlement of claims arising under
or relating to the performance of this contract shall be made available until disposition of such appeals, litigation, or
clams.

(e) The Contractor shall insert a clause containing all the provisions of thisclause, including this paragraph (€), in all
subcontracts expected to exceed the threshold in FAR 15.403-4(a)(1) for submission of cost or pricing data.

(End of clause)

52.214-27 PRICE REDUCTION FOR DEFECTIVE COST OR PRICING DATA - MODIFICATIONS - SEALED
BIDDING. (OCT 1997)

(a) This clause shall become operative only for any modification to this contract involving aggregate increases
and/or decreasesin costs, plus applicable profits, expected to exceed the threshold for the submission of cost or
pricing dataat FAR 15.403-4(a)(1), except that this clause does not apply to a modification if an exception under FAR
15.403-1(b) applies.

(1) Based on adequate price competition;

(2) Based on established catal og or market prices of commercial items sold in substantial quantitiesto the general
public; or
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(3) Set by law or regulation.

(b) If any price, including profit, negotiated in connection with any modification under this clause, was increased by
any significant amount because

(1) the Contractor or a subcontractor furnished cost or pricing data that were not complete, accurate, and current as
certified inits Certificate of Current Cost or Pricing Data;

(2) asubcontractor or prospective subcontractor furnished the Contractor cost or pricing data that were not
complete, accurate, and current as certified in the Contractor's Certificate of Current Cost or Pricing Data; or

(3) any of these parties furnished data of any description that were not accurate, the price shall be reduced
accordingly and the contract shall be modified to reflect the reduction. Thisright to aprice reductionislimited to
that resulting from defects in data relating to modifications for which this clause becomes operative under paragraph
(a) above.

(c) Any reduction inthe contract price under paragraph (b) above due to defective data from a prospective
subcontractor that was not subsequently awarded the subcontract shall be limited to the amount, plus applicable
overhead and profit markup, by which:

(1) the actual subcontract; or

(2) the actual cost to the Contractor, if there was no subcontract, was | ess than the prospective subcontract cost
estimate submitted by the Contractor; provided, that the actual subcontract price was not itself affected by defective

cost or pricing data.

(d) If the Contracting Officer determines under paragraph (b) of this clause that a price or cost reduction should be
made:

(1) the Contractor agrees not to raise the following matters as a defense:

(i) The Contractor or subcontractor was a sole source supplier or otherwise was in a superior bargaining position and
thus the price of the contract would not have been modified even if accurate, complete, and current cost or pricing
data had been submitted;

(ii) The Contracting Officer should have known that the cost or pricing datain issue were defective even though the
Contractor or subcontractor took no affirmative action to bring the character of the data to the attention of the

Contracting Officer;

(iii) The contract was based on an agreement about the total cost of the contract and there was no agreement about
the cost of each item procured under the contract; or

(iv) The Contractor or subcontractor did not submit a Certificate of Current Cost or Pricing Data.
(2) Except as prohibited by subdivision (d)(2)(ii) of this clause:

(i) an offset in an amount determined appropriate by the Contracting Officer based upon the facts shall be allowed
against the amount of a contract price reduction if:

(A) The Contractor certifiesto the Contracting Officer that, to the best of the Contractor's knowledge and belief, the
Contractor is entitled to the offset in the amount requested; and
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(B) The Contractor proves that the cost or pricing data were available before the date of agreement on the price of the
contract (or price of the modification) and that the data were not submitted before such date.

(ii) An offset shall not be allowed if:

(A) The understated data was known by the Contractor to be understated when the Certificate of Current Cost or
Pricing Datawas signed; or (B) The Government proves that the facts demonstrate that the contract price would not
have increased in the amount to be offset even if the available data had been submitted before the date of agreement
on price.

(e) If any reduction in the contract price under this clause reduces the price of items for which payment was made
prior to the date of the modification reflecting the price reduction, the Contractor shall be liable to and shall pay the
United States at the time such overpayment is repaid:

(1) Simpleinterest on the amount of such overpayment to be computed from the date(s) of overpayment to the
Contractor to the date the Government is repaid by the Contractor at the applicable underpayment rate effective for
each quarter prescribed by the Secretary of the Treasury under 26 U.S.C. 6621(a)(2); and

(2) A penalty egqual to the amount of the overpayment, if the Contractor or subcontractor knowingly submitted cost
or pricing datawhich were incomplete, inaccurate, or noncurrent.

(End of clause)

52.214-28 SUBCONTRACTOR COST OR PRICING DATA - MODIFICATIONS - SEALED BIDDING. (OCT 1997)
(a) The requirements of paragraphs (b) and (c) of this clause shall:

(1) become operative only for any modification to this contract involving aggregate increases and/or decreasesin
costs, plus applicable profits, expected to exceed the threshold for submission of cost or pricing data at (FAR) 48
CFR 15.403-4(a)(1); and

(2) be limited to such modifications.

(b) Before awarding any subcontract expected to exceed the threshold for submission of cost or pricing dataat FAR
15.403-4(a)(1), on the date of agreement on price or the date of award, whichever islater; or before pricing any
subcontract modifications involving aggregate increases and/or decreasesin costs, plus applicable profits, expected
to exceed the threshold for submission of cost or pricing dataat FAR 15.403-4(a)(1), the Contractor shall require the
subcontractor to submit cost or pricing data (actually or by specific identification in writing), unless an exception
under FAR 15.403-1(b) applies.

(1) Based on adequate price competition;

(2) Based on established catalog or market prices of commercial items sold in substantial quantities to the general
public; or

(3) Set by law or regulation.

(c) The Contractor shall require the subcontractor to certify in substantially the form prescribed in subsection 15.406-
2 of the Federal Acquisition Regulation that, to the best of its knowledge and belief, the data submitted under
paragraph (b) above were accurate, complete, and current as of the date of agreement on the negotiated price of the
subcontract or subcontract modification.
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(d) The Contractor shall insert the substance of this clause, including this paragraph (d), in each subcontract that,
when entered into, exceeds the threshold for submission of cost or pricing dataat FAR 15.403-4(a)(2).

52219-4 NOTICE OF PRICE EVALUATION PREFERENCE FOR HUBZONE SMALL BUSINESS CONCERNS (JAN
1999)

(a) Definition. HUBZone small business concern, as used in this clause, means a small business concern that appears
on the List of Qualified HUBZone Small Business Concerns maintained by the Small Business Administration.

(b) Evaluation preference. (1) Offerswill be evaluated by adding afactor of 10 percent to the price of all offers, except-

(i) Offersfrom HUBZone small business concerns that have not waived the evaluation preference;
(ii) Otherwise successful offersfrom small business concerns;

(iii) Otherwise successful offers of eligible products under the Trade Agreements Act when the dollar threshold for
application of the Act is exceeded (see 25.402 of the Federal Acquisition Regulation (FAR)); and

(iv) Otherwise successful offers where application of the factor would be inconsistent with a Memorandum of
Understanding or other international agreement with aforeign government.

(2) Thefactor of 10 percent shall be applied on alineitem basis or to any group of items on which award may be
made. Other evaluation factors described in the solicitation shall be applied before application of the factor.

(3) A concern that is both aHUBZone small business concern and a small disadvantaged business concern will
receive the benefit of both the HUBZone small business price evaluation preference and the small disadvantaged
business price evaluation adjustment (see FAR clause 52.219-23). Each applicable price evaluation preference or
adjustment shall be cal culated independently against an offeror's base offer.

Theseindividual preference amounts shall be added together to arrive at the total evaluated price for that offer.

(c) Waiver of evaluation preference. A HUBZone small business concern may elect to waive the evaluation
preference, in which case the factor will be added to its offer for evaluation purposes. The agreements in paragraph
(d) of this clause do not apply if the offeror has waived the evaluation preference.

____ Offeror electsto waive the evaluation preference.

(d) Agreement. A HUBZone small business concern agrees that in the performance of the contract, in the case of a
contract for

(1) Services (except construction), at least 50 percent of the cost of personnel for contract performance will be spent
for employees of the concern or employees of other HUBZone small business concerns;

(2) Supplies (other than procurement from a nonmanufacturer of such supplies), at least 50 percent of the cost of
manufacturing, excluding the cost of materials, will be performed by the concern or other HUBZone small business
concerns;
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(3) General construction, at least 15 percent of the cost of the contract performance incurred for personnel will be will
be spent on the concern's employees or the employees of other HUBZone small business concerns; or

(4) Construction by special trade contractors, at |east 25 percent of the cost of the contract performanceincurred for
personnel will be spent on the concern's employees or the employees of other HUBZone small business concerns.

(e) A HUBZonejoint venture agrees that in the performance of the contract, the applicable percentage specified in
paragraph (d) of this clause will be performed by the HUBZone small business participant or participants.

(f) A HUBZone small business concern nonmanufacturer agrees to furnish in performing this contract only end items
manufactured or produced by HUBZone small business manufacturer concerns. This paragraph does not apply in
connection with construction or service contracts.

52219-8 UTILIZATION OF SMALL BUSINESS CONCERNS (OCT 2000)

(a) Itisthe policy of the United States that small business concerns, veteran-owned small business concerns,
service-disabled veteran-owned small business concerns, HUBZone small business concerns, small disadvantaged
business concerns, and women-owned small business concerns shall have the maximum practicable opportunity to
participate in performing contracts let by any Federal agency, including contracts and subcontracts for subsystems,
assemblies, components, and related services for major systems. It is further the policy of the United States that its
prime contractors establish procedures to ensure the timely payment of amounts due pursuant to the terms of their
subcontracts with small business concerns, veteran-owned small business concerns, service-disabled veteran-owned
small business concerns, HUBZone small business concerns, small disadvantaged business concerns, and women-
owned small business concerns.

(b) The Contractor hereby agreesto carry out this policy in the awarding of subcontracts to the fullest extent
consistent with efficient contract performance. The Contractor further agrees to cooperate in any studies or surveys
as may be conducted by the United States Small Business Administration or the awarding agency of the United
States as may be necessary to determine the extent of the Contractor's compliance with this clause.

Definitions. Asused in this contract--

HUBZone small business concern means a small business concern that appears on the List of Qualified HUBZone
Small Business Concerns maintained by the Small Business Administration.

Service-disabled veteran-owned small business concern--

(1) Means asmall business concern--

(i) Not less than 51 percent of which is owned by one or more service-disabled veterans or, in the case of any
publicly owned business, not less than 51 percent of the stock of which is owned by one or more service-disabled

veterans; and

(ii) The management and daily business operations of which are controlled by one or more service-disabled veterans
or, in the case of aveteran with permanent and severe disability, the spouse or permanent caregiver of such veteran.

(2) Service-disabled veteran means a veteran, as defined in 38 U.S.C. 101(2), with adisability that is service-
connected, asdefined in 38 U.S.C. 101(16).
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Small business concern means asmall business as defined pursuant to Section 3 of the Small Business Act and
relevant regulations promulgated pursuant thereto.

Small disadvantaged business concern means a small business concern that represents, as part of its offer that--

(1) It hasreceived certification as a small disadvantaged business concern consistent with 13 CFR part 124, subpart
B;

(2) No material change in disadvantaged ownership and control has occurred sinceits certification;

(3) Where the concern is owned by one or more individuals, the net worth of each individual upon whom the
certification is based does not exceed $750,000 after taking into account the applicable exclusions set forth at 13 CFR
124.104(c)(2); and

(4) Itisidentified, on the date of its representation, as a certified small disadvantaged business in the database
maintained by the Small Business Administration (PRO-Net).

Veteran-owned small business concern means a small business concem--

(1) Not lessthan 51 percent of which is owned by one or more veterans (as defined at 38 U.S.C. 101(2)) or, in the case
of any publicly owned business, not less than 51 percent of the stock of which is owned by one or more veterans,
and

(2) The management and daily business operations of which are controlled by one or more veterans.

Women-owned small business concern means asmall business concern--

(1) That isat least 51 percent owned by one or more women, or, in the case of any publicly owned business, at |east
51 percent of the stock of which is owned by one or more women; and

(2) Whose management and daily business operations are controlled by one or more women.

(d) Contractors acting in good faith may rely on written representations by their subcontractors regarding their status
as asmall business concern, a veteran-owned small business concern, a service-disabled veteran-owned small
business concern, aHUBZone small business concern, asmall disadvantaged business concern, or awomen-owned

small business concern.

522199 SMALL BUSINESS SUBCONTRACTING PLAN (JAN 2002)--ALTERNATE | (OCT 2001).
(a) This clause does not apply to small business concerns.
(b) Definitions. Asused in this clause--

Commercia item means a product or service that satisfies the definition of commercial item in section 2.101 of the
Federal Acquisition Regulation.

Commercial plan means a subcontracting plan (including goals) that covers the offeror's fiscal year and that applies
to the entire production of commercial items sold by either the entire company or a portion thereof (e.g., division,
plant, or product line).
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Individual contract plan means a subcontracting plan that covers the entire contract period (including option
periods), applies to a specific contract, and has goals that are based on the offeror's planned subcontracting in
support of the specific contract, except that indirect costs incurred for common or joint purposes may be allocated on
aprorated basis to the contract.

Master plan means a subcontracting plan that contains all the required elements of an individual contract plan, except
goals, and may be incorporated into individual contract plans, provided the master plan has been approved.

Subcontract means any agreement (other than one involving an employer-employee rel ationship) entered into by a
Federal Government prime Contractor or subcontractor calling for supplies or services required for performance of the
contract or subcontract.

(c) The apparent low bidder, upon request by the Contracting Officer, shall submit a subcontracting plan, where
applicable, that separately addresses subcontracting with small business, veteran-owner small business, HUBZone
small business, small disadvantaged business, and women-owned small business concerns. If the bidder is
submitting an individual contract plan, the plan must separately address subcontracting with small business,
HUBZone small business, small disadvantaged business, and women-owned small business concerns, with a
separate part for the basic contract and separate parts for each option (if any). The plan shall be included in and made
apart of the resultant contract. The subcontracting plan shall be submitted within the time specified by the
Contracting Officer. Failure to submit the subcontracting plan shall make the bidder ineligible for the award of a
contract.

(d) The offeror's subcontracting plan shall include the following:

(1) Goals, expressed in terms of percentages of total planned subcontracting dollars, for the use of small business,
veteran-owned small business, HUBZone small business, small disadvantaged business, and women-owned small
business concerns as subcontractors. The offeror shall include all subcontracts that contribute to contract
performance, and may include a proportionate share of products and services that are normally allocated asindirect
costs.

(2) A statement of--

(i) Total dollars planned to be subcontracted for an individual contract plan; or the offeror's total projected sales,
expressed in dollars, and the total value of projected subcontracts to support the sales for acommercial plan;

(ii) Total dollars planned to be subcontracted to small business concerns;

(iii) Total dollars planned to be subcontracted to veteran-owned small business concerns;
(iv) Total dollars planned to be subcontracted to HUBZone small business concerns;

(v) Total dollars planned to be subcontracted to small disadvantaged business concerns; and
(vi) Total dollars planned to be subcontracted to women-owned small business concerns.

(3) A description of the principal types of supplies and servicesto be subcontracted, and an identification of the
types planned for subcontracting to--

(i) Small business concerns;
(ii) Veteran-owned small business concerns;

(iii) HUBZone small business concerns,
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(iv) Small disadvantaged business concerns; and
(v) Women-owned small business concerns.
(4) A description of the method used to devel op the subcontracting goalsin paragraph (d)(1) of this clause.

(5) A description of the method used to identify potential sources for solicitation purposes (e.g., existing company
source lists, the Procurement Marketing and Access Network (PRO-Net) of the Small Business Administration (SBA),
veterans service organizations, the National Minority Purchasing Council Vendor Information Service, the Research
and Information Division of the Minority Business Development Agency in the Department of Commerce, or small,
HUBZone, small disadvantaged, and women-owned small business trade associations). A firm may rely on the
information contained in PRO-Net as an accurate representation of a concern's size and ownership characteristics for
the purposes of maintaining a small, veteran-owned small, HUBZone small, small disadvantaged, and women-owned
small business source list. Use of PRO-Net asits source list does not relieve afirm of its responsibilities (e.g.,
outreach, assistance, counseling, or publicizing subcontracting opportunities) in this clause.

(6) A statement as to whether or not the offeror in included indirect costs in establishing subcontracting goals, and a
description of the method used to determine the proportionate share of indirect costs to be incurred with—

(i) Small business concerns;

(ii) Veteran-owned small business concerns;

(iii) HUBZone small business concerns,

(iv) Small disadvantaged business concerns; and
(v) Women-owned small business concerns.

(7) The name of the individual employed by the offeror who will administer the offeror's subcontracting program, and
adescription of the duties of theindividual.

(8) A description of the efforts the offeror will make to assure that small business, veteran-owned small business,
HUBZone small business, small disadvantaged business and women-owned small business concerns have an
equitable opportunity to compete for subcontracts.

(9) Assurances that the offeror will include the clause of this contract entitled “*Utilization of Small Business
Concerns" in all subcontracts that offer further subcontracting opportunities, and that the offeror will require all
subcontractors (except small business concerns) that receive subcontracts in excess of $500,000 ($1,000,000 for
construction of any public facility) to adopt a subcontracting plan that complies with the requirements of this clause.

(10) Assurances that the offeror will--
(i) Cooperatein any studies or surveys as may be required,;

(ii) Submit periodic reports so that the Government can determine the extent of compliance by the offeror with the
subcontracting plan;

(i) Submit Standard Form (SF) 294, Subcontracting Report for Individual Contracts, and/or SF 295, Summary
Subcontract Report, in accordance with paragraph (j) of this clause. The reports shall provide information on
subcontract awards to small business concerns, veteran-owned small business concerns, service-disabled veteran-
owned small business concerns, small disadvantaged business concerns, women-owned small business concerns,
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and Historically Black Colleges and Universities and Minority Institutions. Reporting shall bein accordance with the
instructions on the forms or as provided in agency regulations.

(iv) Ensure that its subcontractors agree to submit SF 294 and SF 295.

(11) A description of the types of recordsthat will be maintained concerning procedures that have been adopted to
comply with the requirements and goalsin the plan, including establishing source lists; and a description of the
offeror's effortsto locate small business, veteran-owned small business, HUBZone small business, small
disadvantaged business, and women-owned small business concerns and award subcontracts to them. The records
shall include at least the following (on a plant-wide or company-wide basis, unless otherwise indicated)

(i) Sourcelists (e.g., PRO-Net), guides, and other datathat identify small business, veteran-owner small business,
HUBZone small business, small disadvantaged business, and women-owned small business concerns.

(ii) Organizations contacted in an attempt to |ocate sources that are small business, veteran-owned small business,
HUBZone small business, small disadvantaged business, or women-owned small business concerns.

(iii) Records on each subcontract solicitation resulting in an award of more than $100,000, indi cating--
(A) Whether small business concerns were solicited and, if not, why not;

(B) Whether veteran-owned small business concerns were solicited and, if not, why not;

(C) Whether HUBZone small business concerns were solicited and, if not, why not;

(D) Whether small disadvantaged business concerns were solicited and, if not, why not;

(E) Whether women-owned small business concerns were solicited and, if not, why not; and

(F) If applicable, the reason award was not made to asmall business concern.

(iv) Records of any outreach efforts to contact--

(A) Trade associations;

(B) Business devel opment organi zations;

(C) Conferences and trade fairs to locate small, HUBZone small, small disadvantaged, and women-owned small
business sources; and

(D) Veterans service organizations.

(v) Records of internal guidance and encouragement provided to buyers through--

(A) Workshops, seminars, training, etc.; and

(B) Monitoring performance to eval uate compliance with the program'’s requirements.

(vi) On acontract-by-contract basis, records to support award data submitted by the offeror to the Government,

including the name, address, and business size of each subcontractor. Contractors having commercial plans need not
comply with this requirement.
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(e) In order to effectively implement this planto the extent consistent with efficient contract performance, the
Contractor shall perform the following functions:

(1) Assist small business, veteran-owner small business, HUBZone small business, small disadvantaged business,
and women-owned small business concerns by arranging solicitations, time for the preparation of bids, quantities,
specifications, and delivery schedules so asto facilitate the participation by such concerns. Where the Contractor's
lists of potential small business, veteran-owner small business, HUBZone small business, small disadvantaged
business, and women-owned small business subcontractors are excessively long, reasonable effort shall be made to
give al such small business concerns an opportunity to compete over a period of time.

(2) Provide adequate and timely consideration of the potentialities of small business, veteran-owner small business,
HUBZone small business, small disadvantaged business, and women-owned small business concernsin al ~“make-
or-buy" decisions.

(3) Counsel and discuss subcontracting opportunities with representatives of small business, veteran-owner small
business, HUBZone small business, small disadvantaged business, and women-owned small business firms.

(4) Provide notice to subcontractors concerning penalties and remedies for misrepresentations of business status as
small, veteran-owner small business, HUBZone small, small disadvantaged, or women-owned small business for the
purpose of obtaining a subcontract that isto be included as part or all of agoal contained in the Contractor's
subcontracting plan.

(f) A master plan on aplant or division-wide basis that contains all the elements required by paragraph (d) of this
clause, except goals, may be incorporated by reference as a part of the subcontracting plan required of the offeror by
this clause; provided--

(1) the master plan has been approved, (2) the offeror ensures that the master plan is updated as necessary and
provides copies of the approved master plan, including evidence of its approval, to the Contracting Officer, and (3)
goals and any deviations from the master plan deemed necessary by the Contracting Officer to satisfy the
requirements of this contract are set forth in the individual subcontracting plan.

(g) A commercia plan isthe preferred type of subcontracting plan for contractors furnishing commercial items. The
commercial plan shall relate to the offeror's planned subcontracting generally, for both commercia and Government
business, rather than solely to the Government contract. Commercial plans are also preferred for subcontractors that
provide commercial items under a prime contract, whether or not the prime contractor is supplying acommercial item.

(h) Prior compliance of the offeror with other such subcontracting plans under previous contracts will be considered
by the Contracting Officer in determining the responsibility of the offeror for award of the contract.

(i) Thefailure of the Contractor or subcontractor to comply in good faith with (1) the clause of this contract entitled
"Utilization Of Small Business Concerns," or (2) an approved plan required by this clause, shall be amaterial breach
of the contract.

(j) The Contractor shall submit the following reports:

(1) Standard Form 294, Subcontracting Report for Individual Contracts. This report shall be submitted to the
Contracting Officer semiannually and at contract completion. The report covers subcontract award datarelated to
this contract. Thisreport is not required for commercial plans.

(2) Standard Form 295, Summary Subcontract Report. This report encompasses all of the contracts with the awarding
agency. It must be submitted semi-annually for contracts with the Department of Defense and annually for contracts
with civilian agencies. If the reporting activity is covered by acommercial plan, the reporting activity must report

annually all subcontract awards under that plan. All reports submitted at the close of each fiscal year (both individual
and commercial plans) shall include a breakout, in the Contractor's format, of subcontract awards, in whole dollars, to
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small disadvantaged business concerns by North American Industry Classification System (NAICS) Industry
Subsector. For acommercial plan, the Contractor may obtain from each of its subcontractors a predominant NAICS
Industry Subsector and report all awards to that subcontractor under its predominant NAICS Industry Subsector.

52219-16 LIQUIDATED DAMAGES-SUBCONTRACTING PLAN (JAN 1999)

() Failure to make a good faith effort to comply with the subcontracting plan, as used in this clause, means awillful
or intentional failure to perform in accordance with the requirements of the subcontracting plan approved under the
clause in this contract entitled " Small Business Subcontracting Plan," or willful or intentional action to frustrate the
plan.

(b) Performance shall be measured by applying the percentage goalsto the total actual subcontracting dollarsor, if a
commercial planisinvolved, to the pro rata share of actual subcontracting dollars attributable to Government
contracts covered by the commercial plan. If, at contract completion or, in the case of acommercial plan, at the close
of thefiscal year for which the plan is applicable, the Contractor has failed to meet its subcontracting goals and the
Contracting Officer decides in accordance with paragraph (c) of this clause that the Contractor failed to make a good
faith effort to comply with its subcontracting plan, established in accordance with the clause in this contract entitled
“Small Business Subcontracting Plan,” the Contractor shall pay the Government liquidated damagesin an amount
stated. The amount of probable damages attributable to the Contractor's failure to comply shall be an amount equal to
the actual dollar amount by which the Contractor failed to achieve each subcontract goal.

(c) Before the Contracting Officer makes afinal decision that the Contractor has failed to make such good faith effort,
the Contracting Officer shall give the Contractor written notice specifying the failure and permitting the Contractor to
demonstrate what good faith efforts have been made and to discuss the matter. Failure to respond to the notice may
be taken as an admission that no valid explanation exists. If, after consideration of all the pertinent data, the
Contracting Officer finds that the Contractor failed to make a good faith effort to comply with the subcontracting
plan, the Contracting Officer shall issue afinal decision to that effect and require that the Contractor pay the
Government liquidated damages as provided in paragraph (b) of this clause.

(d) With respect to commercia plans, the Contracting Officer who approved the plan will perform the functions of the
Contracting Officer under this clause on behalf of all agencieswith contracts covered by the commercial plan.

(e) The Contractor shall have the right of appeal, under the clause in this contract entitled Disputes, from any final
decision of the Contracting Officer.

(f) Liquidated damages shall be in addition to any other remedies that the Government may have.

52.222-3 CONVICT LABOR (JUN 2003)

(a) Except as provided in paragraph (b) of this clause, the Contractor shall not employ in the performance of this
contract any person undergoing a sentence of imprisonment imposed by any court of a State, the District of
Columbia, Puerto Rico, the Northern Marianalslands, American Samoa, Guam, or the U.S. Virgin Islands.

(b) The Contractor is not prohibited from employing persons--

(2) On parole or probation to work at paid employment during the term of their sentence;
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(2) Who have been pardoned or who have served their terms; or

(3) Confined for violation of the laws of any of the States, the District of Columbia, Puerto Rico, the Northern Mariana
Islands, American Samoa, Guam, or the U.S. Virgin |slands who are authorized to work at paid employment in the
community under the laws of such jurisdiction, if--

(i) The worker ispaid or isin an approved work training program on avoluntary basis;
(ii) Representatives of local union central bodies or similar labor union organizations have been consulted,;

(i) Such paid employment will not result in the displacement of employed workers, or be applied in skills, crafts, or
trades in which there isa surplus of available gainful labor in the locality, or impair existing contracts for services,

(iv) Therates of pay and other conditions of employment will not be less than those paid or provided for work of a
similar naturein the locality in which the work is being performed; and

(v) The Attorney General of the United States has certified that the work-release laws or regulations of the
jurisdiction involved are in conformity with the requirements of Executive Order 11755, as amended by Executive
Orders 12608 and 12943.

(End of clause)

52222-4 CONTRACT WORK HOURSAND SAFETY STANDARDSACT - OVERTIME COMPENSATION. (SEP
2000)

(a) Overtime regquirements. No Contractor or subcontractor employing laborers or mechanics (see Federal Acquisition
Regulation 22.300) shall require or permit them to work over 40 hoursin any workweek unlessthey are paid at least 1
and 1/2 times the basic rate of pay for each hour worked over 40 hours.

(b) Violation; liability for unpaid wages; liquidated damages. The responsible Contractor and subcontractor are liable
for unpaid wages if they violate the termsin paragraph (a) of this clause. In addition, the Contractor and
subcontractor are liable for liquidated damages payable to the Government. The Contracting Officer will assess
liquidated damages at the rate of $10 per affected employee for each calendar day on which the employer required or
permitted the employee to work in excess of the standard workweek of 40 hours without paying overtime wages
required by the Contract Work Hours and Safety Standards Act.

(c) Withholding for unpaid wages and liquidated damages. The Contracting Officer will withhold from payments due
under the contract sufficient funds required to satisfy any Contractor or subcontractor liabilities for unpaid wages
and liquidated damages. If amounts withheld under the contract are insufficient to satisfy Contractor or
subcontractor liabilities, the Contracting Officer will withhold payments from other Federal or Federally assisted
contracts held by the same Contractor that are subject to the Contract Work Hours and Safety Standards Act.

(d) Payrolls and basic records.

(1) The Contractor and its subcontractors shall maintain payrolls and basic payroll records for all laborers and
mechanics working on the contract during the contract and shall make them available to the Government until 3 years
after contract completion. The records shall contain the name and address of each employee, social security number,
labor classifications, hourly rates of wages paid, daily and weekly number of hours worked, deductions made, and
actual wages paid. The records need not duplicate those required for construction work by Department of Labor
regulations at 29 CFR 5.5(a)(3) implementing the Davis-Bacon Act.
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(2) The Contractor and its subcontractors shall allow authorized representatives of the Contracting Officer or the
Department of Labor to inspect, copy, or transcribe records maintained under paragraph (d)(1) of thisclause. The
Contractor or subcontractor also shall allow authorized representatives of the Contracting Officer or Department of
Labor to interview employees in the workplace during working hours.

(e) Subcontracts. The Contractor shall insert the provisions set forth in paragraphs (a) through (d) of this clausein
subcontracts exceeding $100,000 and require subcontractors to include these provisionsin any lower tier
subcontracts. The Contractor shall be responsible for compliance by any subcontractor or lower-tier subcontractor
with the provisions set forth in paragraphs (a) through (d) of this clause.

52222-6 DAVISBACON ACT (FEB 1995)

(a) All laborers and mechanics employed or working upon the site of the work will be paid unconditionally and not
less often than once aweek, and without subsequent deduction or rebate on any account (except such payroll
deductions as are permitted by regulationsissued by the Secretary of Labor under the Copeland Act (29 CFR Part 3),
the full amount of wages and bona fide fringe benefits (or cash equivalents thereof) due at time of payment computed
at rates not less than those contained in the wage determination of the Secretary of Labor which is attached hereto
and made a part hereof, regardless of any contractual relationship which may be alleged to exist between the
Contractor and such laborers and mechanics. Contributions made or costs reasonably anticipated for bonafide
fringe benefits under section 1(b)(2) of the Davis-Bacon Act on behalf of laborers or mechanics are considered wages
paid to such laborers or mechanics, subject to the provisions of paragraph (d) of this clause; also, regular
contributions made or costsincurred for more than aweekly period (but not |ess often than quarterly) under plans,
funds, or programs which cover the particular weekly period, are deemed to be constructively made or incurred
during such period. Such laborers and mechanics shall be paid not less than the appropriate wage rate and fringe
benefitsin the wage determination for the classification of work actually performed, without regard to skill, except as
provided in the clause entitled Apprentices and Trainees. Laborers or mechanics performing work in more than one
classification may be compensated at the rate specified for each classification for the time actually worked therein;
provided, That the employer's payroll records accurately set forth the time spent in each classification in which work
isperformed. The wage determination (including any additional classifications and wage rates conformed under
paragraph (b) of this clause) and the Davis-Bacon poster (WH-1321) shall be posted at all times by the Contractor
and its subcontractors at the site of the work in a prominent and accessible place where it can be easily seen by the
workers.

(b)(2) The Contracting Officer shall require that any class of laborers or mechanics which is not listed in the wage
determination and which is to be employed under the contract shall be classified in conformance with the wage
determination. The Contracting Officer shall approve an additional classification and wage rate and fringe benefits
therefor only when all the following criteria have been met:

(i) The work to be performed by the classification requested is not performed by a classification in the wage
determination.

(ii) The classification is utilized in the area by the construction industry.

(iii) The proposed wage rate, including any bonafide fringe benefits, bears areasonable relationship to the wage
rates contained in the wage determination.

(2) If the Contractor and the laborers and mechanics to be employed in the classification (if known), or their
representatives, and the Contracting Officer agree on the classification and wage rate (including the amount
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designated for fringe benefits, where appropriate), areport of the action taken shall be sent by the Contracting Officer
to the Administrator of the Wage and Hour Division, Employment Standards Administration, U.S. Department of
Labor, Washington, DC 20210. The Administrator or an authorized representative will approve, modify, or
disapprove every additional classification action within 30 days of receipt and so advise the Contracting Officer or
will notify the Contracting Officer within the 30-day period that additional time is necessary.

(3) Inthe event the Contractor, the laborers or mechanics to be employed in the classification, or their
representatives, and the Contracting Officer do not agree on the proposed classification and wage rate (including the
amount designated for fringe benefits, where appropriate), the Contracting Officer shall refer the questions, including
the views of all interested parties and the recommendation of the Contracting Officer, to the Administrator of the
Wage and Hour Division for determination. The Administrator, or an authorized representative, will issue a
determination within 30 days of receipt and so advise the Contracting Officer or will notify the Contracting Officer
within the 30-day period that additional timeis necessary.

(4) The wagerate (including fringe benefits, where appropriate) determined pursuant to subparagraphs (b)(2) and
(b)(3) of this clause shall be paid to all workers performing work in the classification under this contract from the first
day on which work is performed in the classification.

(c) Whenever the minimum wage rate prescribed in the contract for a class of laborers or mechanicsincludes afringe
benefit which is not expressed as an hourly rate, the Contractor shall either pay the benefit as stated in the wage
determination or shall pay another bonafide fringe benefit or an hourly cash equivalent thereof.

(c) If the Contractor does not make paymentsto atrustee or other third person, the Contractor may consider as
part of the wages of any laborer or mechanic the amount of any costs reasonably anticipated in providing bonafide
fringe benefits under aplan or program; provided, That the Secretary of Labor has found, upon the written request of
the Contractor, that the applicable standards of the Davis-Bacon Act have been met. The Secretary of Labor may
require the Contractor to set aside in a separate account assets for the meeting of obligations under the plan or

program.

(End of clause)

52.222-7 WITHHOLDING OF FUNDS (FEB 1988)

The Contracting Officer shall, upon hisor her own action or upon written request of an authorized representative of
the Department of Labor, withhold or cause to be withheld from the Contractor under this contract or any other
Federal contract with the same Prime Contractor, or any other Federally assisted contract subject to Davis-Bacon
prevailing wage requirements, which is held by the same Prime Contractor, so much of the accrued payments or
advances as may be considered necessary to pay laborers and mechanics, including apprentices, trainees, and

hel pers, employed by the Contractor or any subcontractor the full amount of wages required by the contract. Inthe
event of failure to pay any laborer or mechanic, including any apprentice, trainee, or helper, employed or working on
the site of the work, all or part of the wages required by the contract, the Contracting Officer may, after written notice
to the Contractor, take such action as may be necessary to cause the suspension of any further payment, advance, or
guarantee of funds until such violations have ceased.

52.222-8 PAYROLLSAND BASIC RECORDS (FEB 1983)

(a) Payrollsand basic records relating thereto shall be maintained by the Contractor during the course of the work
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and preserved for aperiod of 3 years thereafter for all laborers and mechanics working at the site of the work. Such
records shall contain the name, address, and social security number of each such worker, hisor her correct
classification, hourly rates of wages paid (including rates of contributions or costs anticipated for bonafide fringe
benefits or cash equivalents thereof of the types described in section 1(b)(2)(B) of the Davis-Bacon Act), daily and
weekly number of hours worked, deductions made, and actual wages paid. Whenever the Secretary of Labor has
found, under paragraph (d) of the clause entitled Davis-Bacon Act, that the wages of any |aborer or mechanic include
the amount of any costs reasonably anticipated in providing benefits under a plan or program described in section
1(b)(2)(B) of the Davis-Bacon Act, the Contractor shall maintain records which show that the commitment to provide
such benefitsis enforceable, that the plan or program isfinancially responsible, and that the plan or program has
been communicated in writing to the laborers or mechanics affected, and records which show the costs anticipated or
the actual cost incurred in providing such benefits. Contractors employing apprentices or trainees under approved
programs shall maintain written evidence of the registration of apprenticeship programs and certification of trainee
programs, the registration of the apprentices and trainees, and the ratios and wage rates prescribed in the applicable
programs.

(b)(1) The Contractor shall submit weekly for each week in which any contract work is performed a copy of al
payrollsto the Contracting Officer. The payrolls submitted shall set out accurately and completely al of the
information required to be maintained under paragraph (a) of this clause. Thisinformation may be submitted in any
form desired. Optiona Form WH-347 (Federal Stock Number 029-005-00014-1) is available for this purpose and may
be purchased from the Superintendent of Documents, U.S. Government Printing Office, Washington, DC 20402. The
Prime Contractor is responsible for the submission of copies of payrolls by all subcontractors.

(2) Each payroll submitted shall be accompanied by a" Statement of Compliance," signed by the Contractor or
subcontractor or his or her agent who pays or supervises the payment of the persons employed under the contract

(i) That the payroll for the payroll period contains the information required to be maintained under paragraph (a) of
this clause and that such information is correct and complete;

(if) That each laborer or mechanic (including each helper, apprentice, and trainee) employed on the contract during
the payroll period has been paid the full weekly wages earned, without rebate, either directly or indirectly, and that no
deductions have been made either directly or indirectly from the full wages earned, other than permissible deductions
as set forth in the Regulations, 29 CFR Part 3; and

(iii) That each laborer or mechanic has been paid not less than the applicable wage rates and fringe benefitsor cash
equivalents for the classification of work performed, as specified in the applicable wage determination incorporated
into the contract.

(3) Theweekly submission of aproperly executed certification set forth on the reverse side of Optional Form WH-347
shall satisfy the requirement for submission of the " Statement of Compliance" required by subparagraph (b)(2) of this
clause.

(4) Thefasification of any of the certificationsin this clause may subject the Contractor or subcontractor to civil or
criminal prosecution under Section 1001 of Title 18 and Section 3729 of Title 31 of the United States Code.

(c) The Contractor or subcontractor shall make the records required under paragraph (a) of this clause available for
inspection, copying, or transcription by the Contracting Officer or authorized representatives of the Contracting
Officer or the Department of Labor. The Contractor or subcontractor shall permit the Contracting Officer or
representatives of the Contracting Officer or the Department of Labor to interview employees during working hours
onthejob. If the Contractor or subcontractor failsto submit required records or to make them available, the
Contracting Officer may, after written notice to the Contractor, take such action as may be necessary to cause the
suspension of any further payment. Furthermore, failure to submit the required records upon request or to make such
records available may be grounds for debarment action pursuant to 29 CFR 5.12.

State Apprenticeship Agency (where appropriate) to be eligible for probationary employment as an apprentice. The
allowable ratio of apprenticesto journeymen on the job site in any craft classification shall not be greater than the
ratio permitted to the Contractor asto the entire work force under the registered program. Any worker listed on a
payroll at an apprentice wage rate, who is not registered or otherwise employed as stated in this paragraph, shall be
paid not less than the applicable wage determination for the classification of work actually performed. In addition,
any apprentice performing work on the job sitein excess of the ratio permitted under the registered program shall be
paid not less than the applicable wage rate on the wage determination for the work actually performed. Wherea
contractor is performing construction on aproject in alocality other than that in which its program is registered, the
ratios and wage rates (expressed in percentages of the journeyman'’s hourly rate) specified in the Contractor's or
subcontractor's registered program shall be observed. Every apprentice must be paid at not |ess than the rate
specified in the registered program for the apprentice's level of progress, expressed as a percentage of the
journeyman hourly rate specified in the applicable wage determination. Apprentices shall be paid fringe benefitsin
accordance with the provisions of the apprenticeship program. |f the apprenticeship program does not specify fringe
benefits, apprentices must be paid the full amount of fringe benefits listed on the wage determination for the
applicable classification. If the Administrator determines that a different practice prevails for the applicable
apprentice classification, fringes shall be paid in accordance with that determination. In the event the Bureau of
Apprenticeship and Training, or a State Apprenticeship Agency recognized by the Bureau, withdraws approval of an
apprenticeship program, the Contractor will no longer be permitted to utilize apprentices at less than the applicable
predetermined rate for the work performed until an acceptable program is approved.

(b) Trainees. Except asprovided in 29 CFR 5.16, trainees will not be permitted to work at less than the predetermined
rate for the work performed unless they are employed pursuant to and individually registered in a program which has
received prior approval, evidenced by formal certification by the U.S. Department of Labor, Employment and Training
Administration. Theratio of traineesto journeymen on the job site shall not be greater than permitted under the plan
approved by the Employment and Training Administration. Every trainee must be paid at not less than the rate
specified in the approved program for the trainee's level of progress, expressed as a percentage of the journeyman
hourly rate specified in the applicable wage determination. Trainees shall be paid fringe benefits in accordance with
the provisions of the trainee program. |f the trainee program does not mention fringe benefits, trainees shall be paid
the full amount of fringe benefitslisted in the wage determination unless the Administrator of the Wage and Hour
Division determines that there is an apprenticeship program associated with the corresponding journeyman wage rate
in the wage determination which provides for less than full fringe benefits for apprentices. Any employee listed on
the payroll at atrainee rate who is not registered and participating in atraining plan approved by the Employment and
Training Administration shall be paid not less than the applicabl e wage rate in the wage determination for the
classification of work actually performed. In addition, any trainee performing work on the job site in excess of the
ratio permitted under the registered program shall be paid not less than the applicable wage rate in the wage
determination for the work actually performed. Inthe event the Employment and Training Administration withdraws
approval of atraining program, the Contractor will no longer be permitted to utilize trainees at less than the applicable
predetermined rate for the work performed until an acceptable program is approved.

(c) Equal employment opportunity. The utilization of apprentices, trainees, and journeymen under this clause shall
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bein conformity with the equal employment opportunity requirements of Executive Order 11246, as amended, and 29
CFR Part 30.

This shall include, but not be
limited to, (i) employment, (ii) upgrading, (iii) demotion, (iv) transfer, (v) recruitment or recruitment advertising, (vi)
layoff or termination, (vii) rates of pay or other forms of compensation, and (viii) selection for training, including
apprenticeship.

(3) The Contractor shall post in conspicuous places available to employees and applicants for employment the
notices to be provided by the Contracting Officer that explain this clause.

(4) The Contractor shall, in all solicitations or advertisements for employees placed by or on behalf of the Contractor,
state that all qualified applicants will receive consideration for employment without regard to race, color, religion, sex,
or national origin.

(5) The Contractor shall send, to each labor union or representative of workers with which it has a collective
bargai ning agreement or other contract or understanding, the notice to be provided by the Contracting Officer
advising the labor union or workers' representative of the Contractor's commitments under this clause, and post
copies of the notice in conspicuous places available to employees and applicants for employment.

(6) The Contractor shall comply with Executive Order 11246, as amended, and the rules, regulations, and orders of the
Secretary of Labor.

(7) The Contractor shall furnish to the contracting agency all information required by Executive Order 11246, as
amended, and by the rules, regulations, and orders of the Secretary of Labor. The Contractor shall also file Standard
Form 100 (EEO-1), or any successor form, as prescribed in 41 CFR part 60-1. Unless the Contractor has filed within the
12 months preceding the date of contract award, the Contractor shall, within 30 days after contract award, apply to
either the regional Office of Federal Contract Compliance Programs (OFCCP) or the local office of the Equal
Employment Opportunity Commission for the necessary forms.

(8) The Contractor shall permit accessto its premises, during normal business hours, by the contracting agency or
the OFCCP for the purpose of conducting on-site compliance eval uations and complaint investigations. The
Contractor shall permit the Government to inspect and copy any books, accounts, records (including computerized
records), and other material that may be relevant to the matter under investigation and pertinent to compliance with
Executive Order 11246, as amended, and rules and regulations that implement the Executive Order.

(9) If the OFCCP determines that the Contractor is not in compliance with this clause or any rule, regulation, or order
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of the Secretary of Labor, this contract may be canceled, terminated, or suspended in whole or in part and the
Contractor may be declared ineligible for further Government contracts, under the procedures authorized in Executive
Order 11246, as amended. In addition, sanctions may be imposed and remedies invoked against the Contractor as
provided in Executive Order 11246, as amended; in the rules, regulations, and orders of the Secretary of Labor; or as
otherwise provided by law.

(1) American Indian or Alaskan Native (all persons having originsin any of the original peoples of North America
and maintaining identifiable tribal affiliations through membership and participation or community identification).

(2) Asian and Pacific Islander (all persons having originsin any of the original peoples of the Far East, Southeast
Asia, the Indian Subcontinent, or the Pacific Islands);

(3) Black (al persons having originsin any of the black African racial groups not of Hispanic origin); and

(4) Hispanic (all persons of Mexican, Puerto Rican, Cuban, Central or South American, or other Spanish culture or
origin, regardless of race).

(b) If the Contractor, or asubcontractor at any tier, subcontracts a portion of the work involving any construction
trade, each such subcontract in excess of $10,000 shall include this clause and the Notice containing the goals for
minority and female participation stated in the solicitation for this contract.

(c) If the Contractor is participating in aHometown Plan (41 CFR 60-4) approved by the U.S. Department of Labor ina
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covered areg, either individually or through an association, its affirmative action obligations on all work in the plan
area (including goals) shall comply with the plan for those trades that have unions participating in the plan.
Contractors must be able to demonstrate participation in, and compliance with, the provisions of the plan. Each
Contractor or subcontractor participating in an approved plan is also required to comply with its obligations under
the Equal Opportunity clause, and to make a good faith effort to achieve each goal under the planin each tradein
which it has employees. The overall good-faith performance by other Contractors or subcontractorstoward agoal in
an approved plan does not excuse any Contractor's or subcontractor's failure to make good-faith effortsto achieve
the plan's goals.

If the Contractor performs construction
work in ageographical arealocated outside of the covered area, it shall apply the goals established for the
geographical areawhere that work is actually performed. The Contractor is expected to make substantially uniform
progresstoward its goalsin each craft.

(e) Neither the terms and conditions of any collective bargaining agreement, nor the failure by a union with which the
Contractor has a collective bargaining agreement, to refer minorities or women shall excuse the Contractor's
obligations under this clause, Executive Order 11246, as amended, or the regulations thereunder.

(f) In order for the nonworking training hours of apprentices and traineesto be counted in meeting the goals,
apprentices and trai nees must be employed by the Contractor during the training period, and the Contractor must
have made a commitment to employ the apprentices and traineesat the completion of their training, subject to the
availability of employment opportunities. Trainees must be trained pursuant to training programs approved by the
U.S. Department of Labor.

(g) The Contractor shall take affirmative action to ensure equal employment opportunity. The evaluation of the
Contractor's compliance with this clause shall be based upon its effort to achieve maximum results fromits actions.
The Contractor shall document these efforts fully and implement affirmative action steps at | east as extensive as the
following:

(1) Ensure aworking environment free of harassment, intimidation, and coercion at al sitesand in all facilitieswhere
the Contractor's employees are assigned to work. The Contractor, if possible, will assign two or more women to each
construction project. The Contractor shall ensure that foremen, superintendents, and other onsite supervisory
personnel are aware of and carry out the Contractor's obligation to maintain such aworking environment, with
specific attention to minority or female individuals working at these sites or facilities.

(2) Establish and maintain a current list of sources for minority and female recruitment. Provide written notification to
minority and female recruitment sources and community organizations when the Contractor or its unions have
employment opportunities available, and maintain arecord of the organizations' responses.

(3) Establish and maintain a current file of the names, addresses, and tel ephone numbers of each minority and female
off-the-street applicant, referrals of minorities or females from unions, recruitment sources, or community
organizations, and the action taken with respect to each individual. If an individual was sent to the union hiring hall
for referral and not referred back to the Contractor by the union or, if referred back, not employed by the

Contractor, this shall be documented in the file, along with whatever additional actions the Contractor may have
taken.

(4) Immediately notify the Deputy Assistant Secretary when the union or unions with which the Contractor has a
collective bargaining agreement has not referred back to the Contractor a minority or woman sent by the Contractor,
or when the Contractor has other information that the union referral process hasimpeded the Contractor's efforts to
meet its obligations.
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(5) Develop on-the-job training opportunities and/or participate in training programs for the area that expressly
include minorities and women, including upgrading programs and apprenticeship and trainee programs relevant to
the Contractor's employment needs, especially those programs funded or approved by the Department of Labor. The
Contractor shall provide notice of these programs to the sources compiled under subparagraph (g)(2) of this clause.

(6) Disseminate the Contractor's equal employment policy by--

(i) Providing notice of the policy to unions and to training, recruitment, and outreach programs, and requesting their
cooperation in assisting the Contractor in meeting its contract obligations;

(i) Including the policy in any policy manual and in collective bargaining agreements;
(i) Publicizing the policy in the company newspaper, annual report, etc.;

(iv) Reviewing the policy with all management personnel and with all minority and female employees at |east once a
year; and

(v) Posting the policy on bulletin boards accessible to employees at each location where construction work is
performed.

(7) Review, at least annually, the Contractor's equal employment policy and affirmative action obligations with al
employees having responsibility for hiring, assignment, layoff, termination, or other employment decisions. Conduct
review of this policy with all on-site supervisory personnel beforeinitiating construction work at ajob site. A written
record shall be made and maintained identifying the time and place of these meetings, persons attending, subject
matter discussed, and disposition of the subject matter.

(8) Disseminate the Contractor's equal employment policy externally by includingit in any advertising in the news
media, specifically including minority and female news media. Provide written notification to, and discuss this policy
with, other Contractors and subcontractors with which the Contractor does or anticipates doing business.

(9) Direct recruitment efforts, both oral and written, to minority, female, and community organizations, to schools with
minority and femal e students, and to minority and female recruitment and training organizations serving the
Contractor's recruitment area and employment needs. Not later than 1 month before the date for acceptance of
applications for apprenticeship or training by any recruitment source, send written notification to organizations such
asthe above, describing the openings, screening procedures, and tests to be used in the selection process.

(10) Encourage present minority and female employeesto recruit minority persons and women. Where reasonabl e,
provide after-school, summer, and vacation employment to minority and female youth both on the site and in other
areas of the Contractor's workforce.

(11) Vvalidate all tests and other selection requirements where required under 41 CFR 60-3.

(12) Conduct, at least annually, an inventory and evaluation at least of all minority and female personnel for
promotional opportunities. Encourage these employees to seek or to prepare for, through appropriate training, etc.,
opportunities for promotion.

(13) Ensure that seniority practices, job classifications, work assignments, and other personnel practices do not have
adiscriminatory effect by continually monitoring all personnel and employment-related activitiesto ensure that the
Contractor's obligations under this contract are being carried out.

(14) Ensurethat all facilities and company activities are nonsegregated except that separate or single-user rest rooms
and necessary dressing or sleeping areas shall be provided to assure privacy between the sexes.
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(15) Maintain arecord of solicitations for subcontracts for minority and femal e construction contractors and
suppliers, including circulation of solicitationsto minority and female contractor associations and other business
associations.

(16) Conduct areview, at least annually, of all supervisors adherence to and performance under the Contractor's
equal employment policy and affirmative action obligations.

(h) The Contractor is encouraged to participate in voluntary associations that may assist in fulfilling one or more of
the affirmative action obligations contained in subparagraphs (g)(1) through (16) of this clause. The efforts of a
contractor association, joint contractor-union, contractor-community, or similar group of which the contractor isa
member and participant may be asserted as fulfilling one or more of its obligations under subparagraphs (g)(1)
through (16) of this clause, provided the Contractor--

(1) Actively participatesin the group;

(2) Makes every effort to ensure that the group has a positive impact on the employment of minorities and womenin
theindustry;

(3) Ensures that concrete benefits of the program are reflected in the Contractor's minority and female workforce
participation;

(4) Makes agood-faith effort to meet itsindividual goals and timetables; and

(5) Can provide access to documentation that demonstrates the effectiveness of actions taken on behalf of the
Contractor. The obligation to comply isthe Contractor's, and failure of such a group to fulfill an obligation shall not
be a defense for the Contractor's noncompliance.

(i) A single goal for minorities and a separate single goal for women shall be established. The Contractor is required
to provide equal employment opportunity and to take affirmative action for all minority groups, both male and female,
and all women, both minority and nonminority. Consequently, the Contractor may bein violation of Executive Order
11246, as amended, if a particular group is employed in a substantially disparate manner.

(j) The Contractor shall not use goals or affirmative action standards to discriminate against any person because of
race, color, religion, sex, or national origin.

(k) The Contractor shall not enter into any subcontract with any person or firm debarred from Government contracts
under Executive Order 11246, as amended.

(I) The Contractor shall carry out such sanctions and penalties for violation of this clause and of the Equal
Opportunity clause, including suspension, termination, and cancellation of existing subcontracts, as may be imposed
or ordered under Executive Order 11246, as amended, and itsimplementing regulations, by the OFCCP. Any failure to
carry out these sanctions and penalties as ordered shall be aviolation of this clause and Executive Order 11246, as
amended.

(m) The Contractor in fulfilling its obligations under this clause shall implement affirmative action procedures at |east
as extensive as those prescribed in paragraph (g) of this clause, so asto achieve maximum results fromits effortsto
ensure equal employment opportunity. If the Contractor failsto comply with the requirements of Executive Order
11246, as amended, the implementing regulations, or this clause, the Deputy Assistant Secretary shall take action as
prescribed in 41 CFR 60-4.8.

(n) The Contractor shall designate aresponsible official to--
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(1) Monitor al employment-related activity to ensure that the Contractor's equal employment policy is being carried
out;

(2) Submit reports as may be required by the Government; and

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Positions that will be filled from within the Contractor's organi zation means empl oyment openings for which the
Contractor will give no consideration to persons outside the Contractor's organization (including any affiliates,
subsidiaries, and parent companies) and includes any openings the Contractor proposesto fill from regularly
established “recall” lists. The exception does not apply to aparticular opening once an employer decides to consider
applicants outside of its organization.
Qualified special disabled veteran means a special disabled veteran who satisfies the requisite skill, experience,
education, and other job-related requirements of the employment position such veteran holds or desires, and who,
with or without reasonable accommodation, can perform the essential functions of such position.

(i) In the Republic of Vietnam between February 28, 1961, and May 7, 1975; or

(ii) Between August 5, 1964, and May 7, 1975, in all other cases.

(1) The Contractor shall not discriminate against the individual because the individual is aspecial
disabled veteran, aveteran of the Vietham era, or other eligible veteran, regarding any position for which the
employee or applicant for employment is qualified. The Contractor shall take affirmative action to employ, advancein

(2) The Contractor shall comply with the rules, regulations, and relevant orders of the Secretary of Labor issued
under the Vietnam Era Veterans' Readjustment Assistance Act of 1972 (the Act), asamended (38 U.S.C. 4211 and
4212).

(c) Listing openings. (1) The Contractor shall immediately list all employment openingsthat exist at the time of the
execution of this contract and those which occur during the performance of this contract, including those not
generated by this contract, and including those occurring at an establishment of the Contractor other than the one
where the contract is being performed, but excluding those of independently operated corporate affiliates, at an
appropriate local public employment service office of the State wherein the opening occurs.

"Employee" means an employee of a Contractor directly engaged in the performance of work under a Government
contract. "Directly engaged" is defined to include all direct cost employees and any other Contractor employee who
has other than a minimal impact or involvement in contract performance.
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"Individual" means an offeror/contractor that has no more than one employee including the offeror/contractor.

(4) Thefacility does not fall within the following Standard Industrial Classification (SIC) codes or their corresponding
North American Industry Classification System sectors:

(i) Mgjor group code 10 (except 1011, 1081, and 1094.
(ii) Mgjor group code 12 (except 1241).
(iii) Major group codes 20 through 39.

(iv) Industry code 4911, 4931, or 4939 (limited to facilities that combust coal and/or oil for the purpose of generating
power for distribution in commerce).

(v) Industry code 4953 (limited to facilities regulated under the Resource Conservation and Recovery Act, Subtitle C
(42 U.S.C. 6921, et seq.)), 5169, 5171, or 7389 (limited to facilities primarily engaged in solvent recovery serviceson a
contract or fee basis); or

(5) Thefacility isnot located in the United States or its outlying areas.

(c) If the Contractor has certified to an exemption in accordance with one or more of the criteriain paragraph (b) of
this clause, and after award of the contract circumstances change so that any of its owned or operated facilities used
in the performance of this contract is no longer exempt--

(1) The Contractor shall notify the Contracting Officer; and

Kiribati, Korea, Republic of, Lesotho, Liechtenstein, Luxembourg, Maawi, Maldives, Mali, Mozambique, Nepal,
Netherlands, Niger, Norway, Portugal, Rwanda.

Sao Tome and Principe, Sierra Leone, Singapore, Somalia, Spain, Sweden, Switzerland, Tanzania U.R., Togo, Tuvalu,
Uganda, United Kingdom, Vanuatu, Western Samoa, Y emen.
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Designated country construction material means a construction material that--

(1) Iswholly the growth, product, or manufacture of a designated country; or

(2) In the case of aconstruction material that consistsin whole or in part of materials from another country, has been
substantially transformed in a designated country into a new and different construction material distinct from the
materials from which it was transformed.

Domestic construction material means--

(1) An unmanufactured construction material mined or produced in the United States; or

(2) A construction material manufactured in the United States, if the cost of its components mined, produced, or
manufactured in the United States exceeds 50 percent of the cost of all its components. Components of foreign origin
of the same class or kind for which nonavailahility determinations have been made are treated as domestic.

Foreign construction material means a construction material other than a domestic construction material.

North American Free Trade Agreement country means Canada or Mexico.

North American Free Trade Agreement country construction material means a construction material that--

(1) Iswholly the growth, product, or manufacture of aNorth American Free Trade Agreement (NAFTA) country; or
(2) In the case of a construction material that consists in whole or in part of materials from another country, has been
substantially transformed in aNAFTA country into anew and different construction material distinct from the
materials from which it was transformed.

United States means the 50 States, the District of Columbia, and outlying areas.

(b) Construction materials. (1) This clause implements the Buy American Act (41 U.S.C. 10a-10d) and the Balance of
Payments Program by providing a preference for domestic construction material. In addition, the Contracting Officer
has determined that the Trade Agreements Act and the North American Free Trade Agreement (NAFTA) apply to
this acquisition. Therefore, the Buy American Act restrictions are waived for designated country and NAFTA

country construction materials.

(H) A detailed justification of the reason for use of foreign construction materials cited in accordance with paragraph
(b)(3) of thisclause.

(ii) A request based on unreasonabl e cost shall include a reasonable survey of the market and a completed price
comparison tablein the format in paragraph (d) of this clause.

(iii) The price of construction material shall include all delivery costs to the construction site and any applicable duty
(whether or not a duty-free certificate may beissued).

(iv) Any Contractor request for a determination submitted after contract award shall explainwhy the Contractor could
not reasonably foresee the need for such determination and could not have requested the determination before
contract award. If the Contractor does not submit a satisfactory explanation, the Contracting Officer need not make a
determination.

(2) If the Government determines after contract award that an exception to the Buy American Act applies and the
Contracting Officer and the Contractor negotiate adequate consideration, the Contracting Officer will modify the
contract to allow use of the foreign construction material. However, when the basis for the exceptionisthe
unreasonabl e price of adomestic construction material, adequate consideration is not less than the differential
established in paragraph (b)(4)(i) of this clause.

(3) Unless the Government determines that an exception to the Buy American Act applies, use of foreign
construction material is noncompliant with the Buy American Act.

(1) Prompt payment for subcontractors. A payment clause that obligates the Contractor to pay the subcontractor for
satisfactory performance under its subcontract not later than 7 days from receipt of payment out of such amounts as
are paid to the Contractor under this contract.

(2) Interest for subcontractors. An interest penalty clause that obligates the Contractor to pay to the subcontractor
an interest penalty for each payment not made in accordance with the payment clause--

(i) For the period beginning on the day after the required payment date and ending on the date on which payment of
the amount due is made; and

(ii) Computed at the rate of interest established by the Secretary of the Treasury, and published in the Federal
Register, for interest payments under section 12 of the Contract Disputes Act of 1978 (41 U.S.C. 611) in effect at the
time the Contractor accrues the obligation to pay an interest penalty.

(3) Subcontractor clauseflowdown. A clause requiring each subcontractor to use:

(i) Include a payment clause and an interest penalty clause conforming to the standards set forth in paragraphs (c)(1)
and (c)(2) of this clause in each of its subcontracts; and

(i) Require each of its subcontractors to include such clausesin their subcontracts with each lower-tier
subcontractor or supplier.
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(d) Subcontract clause interpretation. The clauses required by paragraph (c) of this clause shall not be construed to
impair the right of the Contractor or a subcontractor at any tier to negotiate, and to includein their subcontract,
provisions that--

(1) Retainage permitted. Permit the Contractor or a subcontractor to retain (without cause) a specified percentage of
each progress payment otherwise due to a subcontractor for satisfactory performance under the subcontract without
incurring any obligation to pay alate payment interest penalty, in accordance with terms and conditions agreed to by
the partiesto the subcontract, giving such recognition as the parties deem appropriate to the ability of a
subcontractor to furnish a performance bond and a payment bond;

(2) Withholding permitted. Permit the Contractor or subcontractor to make a determination that part or al of the
subcontractor's request for payment may be withheld in accordance with the subcontract agreement; and

(3) Withholding requirements. Permit such withholding without incurring any obligation to pay alate payment
penalty if--

(i) A notice conforming to the standards of paragraph (g) of this clause previously has been furnished to the
subcontractor; and

(ii) The Contractor furnishes to the Contracting Officer acopy of any notice issued by a Contractor pursuant to
paragraph (d)(3)(i) of this clause.

(e) Subcontractor withholding procedures. If a Contractor, after making arequest for payment to the Government but
before making a payment to a subcontractor for the subcontractor's performance covered by the payment request,
discoversthat all or aportion of the payment otherwise due such subcontractor is subject to withholding from the
subcontractor in accordance with the subcontract agreement, then the Contractor shall--

(1) Subcontractor notice. Furnish to the subcontractor a notice conforming to the standards of paragraph (g) of this
clause as soon as practicabl e upon ascertaining the cause giving rise to awithholding, but prior to the due date for
subcontractor payment;

(2) Contracting Officer notice. Furnish to the Contracting Officer, as soon as practicable, acopy of the notice
furnished to the subcontractor pursuant to paragraph (e)(1) of thisclause;

(3) Subcontractor progress payment reduction. Reduce the subcontractor's progress payment by an amount not to
exceed the amount specified in the notice of withholding furnished under paragraph (€)(1) of this clause;

(4) Subsequent subcontractor payment. Pay the subcontractor as soon as practicable after the correction of the
identified subcontract performance deficiency, and--

(i) Make such payment within--

(A) Seven days after correction of the identified subcontract performance deficiency (unless the funds therefor must
be recovered from the Government because of areduction under paragraph
(e)(5)(i)) of thisclause; or

(B) Seven days after the Contractor recovers such funds from the Government; or

(ii) Incur an obligation to pay alate payment interest penalty computed at the rate of interest established by the
Secretary of the Treasury, and published in the Federal Register, for interest payments under section 12 of the
Contracts Disputes Act of 1978 (41 U.S.C. 611) in effect at the time the Contractor accrues the obligation to pay an
interest penalty;
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(5) Notice to Contracting Officer. Notify the Contracting Officer upon--
(i) Reduction of the amount of any subsequent certified application for payment; or
(ii) Payment to the subcontractor of any withheld amounts of a progress payment, specifying--
(A) The amounts withheld under paragraph (€)(1) of this clause; and
(B) The dates that such withholding began and ended; and
(6) Interest to Government. Be obligated to pay to the Government an amount equal to interest on the withheld
payments (computed in the manner provided in 31 U.S.C. 3903(c)(1)), from the 8th day after receipt of the withheld
amounts from the Government until--
(i) The day the identified subcontractor performance deficiency is corrected; or
(ii) The date that any subsequent payment is reduced under paragraph (e)(5)(i) of thisclause.
(f) Third-party deficiency reports--(1) Withholding from subcontractor. If a Contractor, after making payment to a
first-tier subcontractor, receives from asupplier or subcontractor of the first-tier subcontractor (hereafter referred to
as a“second-tier subcontractor”) awritten notice in accordance with section 2 of the Act of August 24, 1935 (40
U.S.C. 270b, Miller Act), asserting adeficiency in such first-tier subcontractor's performance under the contract for
which the Contractor may be ultimately liable, and the Contractor determines that all or a portion of future payments
otherwise due such first-tier subcontractor is subject to withholding in accordance with the subcontract agreement,

the Contractor may, without incurring an obligation to pay an interest penalty under paragraph (€)(6) of this clause--

(i) Furnish to thefirst-tier subcontractor a notice conforming to the standards of paragraph (g) of this clause as soon
as practicable upon making such determination; and

(ii) Withhold from the first-tier subcontractor's next available progress payment or payments an amount not to exceed
the amount specified in the notice of withholding furnished under paragraph (f)(2)(i) of this clause.

(2) Subsequent payment or interest charge. As soon as practicable, but not later than 7 days after receipt of
satisfactory written notification that the identified subcontract performance deficiency has been corrected, the
Contractor shall--

(i) Pay the amount withheld under paragraph (f)(21)(ii) of this clause to such first-tier subcontractor; or

(i) Incur an obligation to pay alate payment interest penalty to such first-tier subcontractor computed at the rate of
interest established by the Secretary of the Treasury, and published in the Federal Register, for interest payments
under section 12 of the Contracts DisputesAct of 1978 (41 U.S.C. 611) in effect at the time the Contractor accruesthe
obligation to pay an interest penalty.

(g) Written notice of subcontractor withholding. The Contractor shall issue awritten notice of any withholding to a
subcontractor (with a copy furnished to the Contracting Officer), specifying--

(1) The amount to be withheld;
(2) The specific causes for the withholding under the terms of the subcontract; and

(3) Theremedial actionsto be taken by the subcontractor in order to receive payment of the amounts withheld.
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(h) Subcontractor payment entitlement. The Contractor may not request payment from the Government of any
amount withheld or retained in accordance with paragraph (d) of this clause until such time as the Contractor has
determined and certified to the Contracting Officer that the subcontractor is entitled to the payment of such amount.

(i) Prime-subcontractor disputes. A dispute between the Contractor and subcontractor relating to the amount or
entitlement of a subcontractor to a payment or alate payment interest penalty under a clause included in the
subcontract pursuant to paragraph (c) of this clause does not constitute a dispute to which the Government isa
party. The Government may not be interpleaded in any judicial or administrative proceeding involving such adispute.

(i) Preservation of prime-subcontractor rights. Except as provided in paragraph (i) of this clause, this clause shall not
limit or impair any contractual, administrative, or judicial remedies otherwise available to the Contractor or a
subcontractor in the event of a dispute involving late payment or nonpayment by the Contractor or deficient
subcontract performance or nonperformance by a subcontractor.

(k) Non-recourse for prime contractor interest penalty. The Contractor's obligation to pay an interest penalty to a
subcontractor pursuant to the clauses included in a subcontract under paragraph (c) of this clause shall not be
construed to be an obligation of the Government for such interest penalty. A cost-reimbursement claim may not
include any amount for reimbursement of such interest penalty.

(I) Overpayments. If the Contractor becomes aware of a duplicate contract financing or invoice payment or that the
Government has otherwise overpaid on a contract financing or invoice payment, the Contractor shall immediately
notify the Contracting Officer and request instructions for disposition of the overpayment.

(a) Method of payment. (1) All payments by the Government under this contract shall be made by electronic funds
transfer (EFT), except as provided in paragraph (a)(2) of this clause.

In the event that the EFT information changes, the
Contractor shall be responsible for providing the updated information to the CCR database.

(c) Mechanismsfor EFT payment. The Government may make payment by EFT through either the Automated
Clearing House (ACH) network, subject to the rules of the National Automated Clearing House Association, or the
Fedwire Transfer System. The rules governing Federal payments through the ACH are contained in 31 CFR part 210.

(d) Suspension of payment. If the Contractor's EFT information in the CCR database isincorrect, then the
Government need not make payment to the Contractor under this contract until correct EFT information is entered
into the CCR database; and any invoice or contract financing request shall be deemed not to be a proper invoice for
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the purpose of prompt payment under this contract. The prompt payment terms of the contract regarding notice of an
improper invoice and delaysin accrual of interest penalties apply.

(e) Liability for uncompleted or erroneous transfers. (1) If an uncompleted or erroneous transfer occurs because the
Government used the Contractor's EFT information incorrectly, the Government remains responsibl e for--

(i) Making a correct payment;
(ii) Paying any prompt payment penalty due; and
(iii) Recovering any erroneously directed funds.

(2) If an uncompleted or erroneous transfer occurs because the Contractor's EFT information was incorrect, or was
revised within 30 days of Government release of the EFT payment transaction instruction to the Federal Reserve
System, and--

(i) If the funds are no longer under the control of the payment office, the Government is deemed to have made
payment and the Contractor is responsible for recovery of any erroneously directed funds; or

(i) If the funds remain under the control of the payment office, the Government shall not make payment, and the
provisions of paragraph (d) of this clause shall apply.

(f) EFT and prompt payment. A payment shall be deemed to have been made in atimely manner in accordance with
the prompt payment terms of this contract if, in the EFT payment transaction instruction released to the Federal
Reserve System, the date specified for settlement of the payment is on or before the prompt payment due date,
provided the specified payment date is avalid date under the rules of the Federal Reserve System.

(g) EFT and assignment of claims. If the Contractor assigns the proceeds of this contract as provided for in the
assignment of claimsterms of this contract, the Contractor shall require as a condition of any such assignment, that
the assignee shall register separately in the CCR database and shall be paid by EFT in accordance with the terms of
this clause. Notwithstanding any other requirement of this contract, payment to an ultimate recipient other than the
Contractor, or afinancial institution properly recognized under an assignment of claims pursuant to subpart 32.8, is
not permitted. In all respects, the requirements of this clause shall apply to the assignee as if it were the Contractor.
EFT information that shows the ultimate recipient of the transfer to be other than the Contractor, in the absence of a
proper assignment of claims acceptable to the Government, isincorrect EFT information within the meaning of
paragraph (d) of this clause.

(h) Liability for change of EFT information by financial agent. The Government is not liable for errors resulting from
changesto EFT information made by the Contractor's financial agent.

(i) Payment information. The payment or disbursing office shall forward to the Contractor available payment
information that is suitable for transmission as of the date of release of the EFT instruction to the Federal Reserve
System. The Government may request the Contractor to designate a desired format and method(s) for delivery of
payment information from alist of formats and methods the payment office is capable of executing. However, the
Government does not guarantee that any particular format or method of delivery isavailable at any particular
payment office and retains the latitude to use the format and delivery method most convenient to the Government. |f
the Government makes payment by check in accordance with paragraph (a) of this clause, the Government shall mail
the payment information to the remittance address contained in the CCR database.

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52.232-5001 CONTI NU NG CONTRACTS ( MAR 1995) - - EFARS
(a) This is a continuing contract, as authorized by Section 10 of the
Ri ver and Harbor Act of Septenmber 22, 1922 (33 U.S. Code 621).

(c) Failure to make paynments in excess of the anpbunt currently reserved, or
that may be reserved fromtinme to tinme, shall not entitle the contractor to a
price adjustment under the terns of this contract except as specifically
provi ded in paragraphs (f) and (i) below. No such failure shall constitute a
breach of this contract, except that this provision shall not bar a breach- of -
contract action if an amount finally determined to be due as a ternination
al l omance remains unpaid for one year due solely to a failure to reserve
sufficient additional funds therefore.

(d) The Governnment may at any tine reserve additional funds for paynents
under the contract if there are funds available for such purpose. The
contracting officer will pronptly notify the contractor of any additiona
funds reserved for the contract by issuing an adm nistrative nodification
to the contract.

(e) If earnings will be such that funds reserved for the contract will be
exhausted before the end of any fiscal year, the contractor shall give witten
notice to the contracting officer of the estimted date of exhaustion and the
anount of additional funds which will be needed to neet paynents due or to
beconme due under the contract during that fiscal year.

(i) If, upon the expiration of sixty (60) days after the beginning of the
fiscal year follow ng an exhaustion of funds, the Governnent has failed to
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reserve sufficient additional funds to cover paynents otherw se due, the
contractor, by witten notice delivered to the contracting officer at any tine
before such additional funds are reserved, may elect to treat his right to
proceed with the work as having been term nated. Such a termination shall be
considered a termination for the conveni ence of the Governnent.

(j) I'f at any tinme it becones apparent that the funds reserved for any
fiscal year are in excess of the funds required to neet all paynents due or to
beconme due the contractor because of work perfornmed and to be performed under
the contract during the fiscal year, the Government reserves the right, after
notice to the contractor, to reduce said reservation by the anpunt of such
excess.

(a) Thiscontract is subject to the Contract Disputes Act of 1978, as amended (41 U.S.C. 601-613).

(b) Except as provided in the Act, all disputes arising under or relating to this contract shall be resolved under this
clause.

(c) Claim, as used in this clause, means awritten demand or written assertion by one of the contracting parties
seeking, as amatter of right, the payment of money in a sum certain, the adjustment or interpretation of contract
terms, or other relief arising under or relating to this contract. However, awritten demand or written assertion by the
Contractor seeking the payment of money exceeding $100,000 is not a claim under the Act until certified. A voucher,
invoice, or other routine request for payment that is not in dispute when submitted is not a claim under the Act. The
submission may be converted to a claim under the Act, by complying with the submission and certification
requirements of this clause, if it is disputed either asto liability or amount or is not acted upon in areasonable time.

(d)(2) A claim by the Contractor shall be made in writing and, unless otherwise stated in this contract, submitted
within 6 years after accrual of the claim to the Contracting Officer for awritten decision. A claim by the Government
against the Contractor shall be subject to awritten decision by the Contracting Officer.

(2)(i) The contractors shall provide the certification specified in subparagraph (d)(2)(iii) of this clause when
submitting any claim -

(A) Exceeding $100,000; or
(B) Regardless of the amount claimed, when using -
(1) Arbitration conducted pursuant to 5 U.S.C. 575-580; or

(2) Any other alternative means of dispute resolution (ADR) technique that the agency electsto handlein
accordance with the Administrative Dispute Resolution Act (ADRA).

(ii) The certification requirement does not apply to issuesin controversy that have not been submitted as all or part
of aclaim.

(iii) The certification shall state asfollows: "I certify that the claim is made in good faith; that the supporting data are
accurate and compl ete to the best of my knowledge and belief; that the amount requested accurately reflects the
contract adjustment for which the Contractor believes the Government isliable; and that | am duly authorized to
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certify the claim on behalf of the Contractor.
(3) The certification may be executed by any person duly authorized to bind the Contractor with respect to the claim.

(e) For Contractor claims of $100,000 or less, the Contracting Officer must, if requested in writing by the Contractor,
render a decision within 60 days of the request. For Contractor-certified claims over $100,000, the Contracting Officer
must, within 60 days, decide the claim or notify the Contractor of the date by which the decision will be made.

(f) The Contracting Officer's decision shall be final unless the Contractor appeals or files asuit as provided in the
Act.

(g) If the claim by the Contractor is submitted to the Contracting Officer or aclaim by the Government is presented to
the Contractor, the parties, by mutual consent, may agree to use alternative disput resolution (ADR). If the
Contractor refuses an offer for ADR, the Contractor shall inform the Contracting Officer, in writing, of the
Contractor's specific reasons for rejecting the request.

(h) The Government shall pay interest on the amount found due and unpaid from (1) the date the Contracting Officer
receives the claim (certified, if required); or (2) the date that payment otherwise would be due, if that date islater, until
the date of payment. With regard to claims having defective certifications, as defined in (FAR) 48 CFR 33.201,
interest shall be paid from the date that the Contracting Officer initially receivesthe claim. Simpleinterest on claims
shall be paid at the rate, fixed by the Secretary of the Treasury as provided in the Act, which is applicableto the
period during which the Contracting Officer receives the claim and then at the rate applicable for each 6-month period
asfixed by the Treasury Secretary during the pendency of the claim.

(i) The Contractor shall proceed diligently with performance of this contract, pending final resolution of any request
for relief, claim, appeal, or action arising under the contract, and comply with any decision of the Contracting Officer.

52.233-3 PROTEST AFTER AWARD (AUG. 1996)

(a) Upon receipt of anotice of protest (as defined in FAR 33.101) or adetermination that a protest islikely (see FAR
33.102(d)), the Contracting Officer may, by written order to the Contractor, direct the Contractor to stop performance
of thework called for by this contract. The order shall be specifically identified as a stop-work order issued under this
clause. Upon receipt of the order, the Contractor shall immediately comply with its terms and take all reasonabl e steps
to minimize theincurrence of costs allocable to the work covered by the order during the period of work stoppage.
Upon receipt of the final decision in the protest, the Contracting Officer shall either--

(2) Cancel the stop-work order; or

(2) Terminate the work covered by the order as provided in the Default, or the Termination for Convenience of the
Government, clause of this contract.

(b) If astop-work order issued under this clauseis canceled either before or after afinal decision in the protest, the
Contractor shall resume work. The Contracting Officer shall make an equitable adjustment in the delivery schedule or
contract price, or both, and the contract shall be modified, in writing, accordingly, if--

(1) The stop-work order resultsin anincreasein the time required for, or in the Contractor's cost properly allocable to,
the performance of any part of this contract; and

(2) The Contractor assertsits right to an adjustment within 30 days after the end of the period of work stoppage;
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provided, that if the Contracting Officer decides the facts justify the action, the Contracting Officer may receive and
act upon aproposal at any time before final payment under this contract.

(c) If astop-work order is not canceled and the work covered by the order isterminated for the convenience of the
Government, the Contracting Officer shall allow reasonable costs resulting from the stop-work order in arriving at the
termination settlement.

(d) If astop-work order is not canceled and the work covered by the order isterminated for default, the Contracting
Officer shall allow, by equitable adjustment or otherwise, reasonable costs resulting from the stop-work order.

(e) The Government's rights to terminate this contract at any time are not affected by action taken under this clause.

(f) If, astheresult of the Contractor's intentional or negligent misstatement, misrepresentation, or miscertification, a
protest related to this contract is sustained, and the Government pays costs, as provided in FAR 33.102(b)(2) or
33.104(h)(1), the Government may reguire the Contractor to reimburse the Government the amount of such costs. In
addition to any other remedy available, and pursuant to the requirements of Subpart 32.6, the Government may collect
this debt by offsetting the amount against any payment due the Contractor under any contract between the
Contractor and the Government.

52.236-1 PERFORMANCE OF WORK BY THE CONTRACTOR (APR 1984)

The Contractor shall perform on the site, and with its own organization, work equivalent to at least fifteen (15)
percent of the total amount of work to be performed under the contract. This percentage may be reduced by a
supplemental agreement to this contract if, during performing the work, the Contractor requests a reduction and the
Contracting Officer determines that the reduction would be to the advantage of the Government.

(a) The Contractor shall promptly, and before the conditions are disturbed, give awritten notice to the Contracting
Officer of

(1) subsurface or latent physical conditions at the site which differ materially from those indicated in this contract, or

(2) unknown physical conditions at the site, of an unusual nature, which differ materially from those ordinarily
encountered and generally recognized as inhering in work of the character provided for in the contract.

(b) The Contracting Officer shall investigate the site conditions promptly after receiving the notice. If the conditions
do materially so differ and cause an increase or decrease in the Contractor's cost of, or the time required for,
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performing any part of the work under this contract, whether or not changed as a result of the conditions, an
equitable adjustment shall be made under this clause and the contract modified in writing accordingly.

(c) No request by the Contractor for an equitable adjustment to the contract under this clause shall be allowed,
unless the Contractor has given the written notice required; provided, that the time prescribed in (a) above for giving
written notice may be extended by the Contracting Officer.

(d) No request by the Contractor for an equitable adjustment to the contract for differing site conditions shall be
allowed if made after final payment under this contract.

52.236-3 SITEINVESTIGATION AND CONDITIONS AFFECTING THE WORK (APR 1984)

(a) The Contractor acknowledges that it has taken steps reasonably necessary to ascertain the nature and location of
the work, and that it has investigated and satisfied itself asto the general and local conditions which can affect the
work or itscost, including but not limited to

(1) conditions bearing upon transportation, disposal, handling, and storage of materials;
(2) the availability of labor, water, electric power, and roads;
(3) uncertainties of weather, river stages, tides, or similar physical conditions at the site;

(4) the conformation and conditions of the ground; and (5) the character of equipment and facilities needed
preliminary to and during work performance. The Contractor also acknowledgesthat it has satisfied itself asto the
character, quality, and quantity of surface and subsurface materials or obstacles to be encountered insofar asthis
information is reasonably ascertai nable from an inspection of the site, including all exploratory work done by the
Government, as well asfrom the drawings and specifications made a part of this contract. Any failure of the
Contractor to take the actions described and acknowledged in this paragraph will not relieve the Contractor from
responsibility for estimating properly the difficulty and cost of successfully performing the work, or for proceeding to
successfully perform the work without additional expense to the Government.

(b) The Government assumes no responsibility for any conclusions or interpretations made by the Contractor based
on the information made avail able by the Government. Nor does the Government assume responsibility for any
understanding reached or representation made concerning conditions which can affect the work by any of its officers
or agents before the execution of this contract, unless that understanding or representation is expressly stated in this
contract.

(c) Failure of the Contractor to comply with the requirements of the Contracting Officer under this clause shall be
grounds for a determination by the Contracting Officer that the Contractor is not prosecuting the work with sufficient
diligence to ensure completion within the time specified in the contract. Upon making this determination, the
Contracting Officer may terminate the Contractor's right to proceed with the work, or any separable part of it, in
accordance with the default terms of this contract.

It includes
drawings, diagrams, layouts, schematics, descriptive literature, illustrations, schedules, performance and test data,
and similar materials furnished by the contractor to explain in detail specific portions of the work required by the
contract. The Government may duplicate, use, and disclose in any manner and for any purpose shop drawings
delivered under this contract.

(e) If this contract requires shop drawings, the Contractor shall coordinate all such drawings, and review them for
accuracy, completeness, and compliance with contract requirements and shall indicate its approval thereon as
evidence of such coordination and review. Shop drawings submitted to the Contracting Officer without evidence of
the Contractor's approval may be returned for resubmission. The Contracting Officer will indicate an approval or
disapproval of the shop drawings and if not approved as submitted shall indicate the Government's reasons therefor.
Any work done before such approval shall be at the Contractor'srisk. Approval by the Contracting Officer shall not
relieve the Contractor from responsibility for any errors or omissionsin such drawings, nor from responsibility for
complying with the requirements of this contract, except with respect to variations described and approved in
accordance with (f) below.

(f) If shop drawings show variations from the contract requirements, the Contractor shall describe such variationsin
writing, separate from the drawings, at the time of submission. If the Contracting Officer approves any such variation,
the Contracting Officer shall issue an appropriate contract modification, except that, if the variation is minor or does
not involve a changein price or in time of performance, amodification need not be issued.

amount stated, is asserted in writing as soon as practicable after the termination of the suspension, delay, or
interruption, but not later than the date of final payment under the contract.

(d) The presence or absence of a Government inspector does not relieve the Contractor from any contract
requirement, nor is the inspector authorized to change any term or condition of the specification without the
Contracting Officer's written authorization.

(e) The Contractor shall promptly furnish, at no increasein contract price, al facilities, labor, and material reasonably
needed for performing such safe and convenient inspections and tests as may be required by the Contracting Officer.
The Government may charge to the Contractor any additional cost of inspection or test when work is not ready at the
time specified by the Contractor for inspection or test, or when prior rejection makes reinspection or retest necessary.
The Government shall perform all inspections and tests in a manner that will not unnecessarily delay the work.
Specia, full size, and performance tests shall be performed as described in the contract.

(f) The Contractor shall, without charge, replace or correct work found by the Government not to conform to contract
requirements, unlessin the public interest the Government consents to accept the work with an appropriate
adjustment in contract price. The Contractor shall promptly segregate and remove rejected material from the premises.

(g) If the Contractor does not promptly replace or correct rejected work, the Government may (1) by contract or

work isfound to be defective or nonconforming in any material respect due to the fault of the Contractor or its
subcontractors, the Contractor shall defray the expenses of the examination and of satisfactory reconstruction.
However, if the work isfound to meet contract requirements, the Contracting Officer shall make an equitable
adjustment for the additional servicesinvolved in the examination and reconstruction, including, if completion of the
work was thereby delayed, an extension of time.

(i) Unless otherwise specified in the contract, the Government shall accept, as promptly as practicable after
completion and inspection, all work required by the contract or that portion of the work the Contracting Officer
determines can be accepted separately. Acceptance shall be final and conclusive except for latent defects, fraud,
gross mistakes amounting to fraud, or the Government's rights under any warranty or guarantee.

(End of clause)

52.246-21 WARRANTY OF CONSTRUCTION (MAR 1994)

(a) In addition to any other warrantiesin this contract, the Contractor warrants, except as provided in paragraph (i) of
this clause, that work performed under this contract conforms to the contract requirements and is free of any defect in
equipment, material, or design furnished, or workmanship performed by the Contractor or any subcontractor or
supplier at any tier.

(b) Thiswarranty shall continue for aperiod of 1 year from the date of final acceptance of the work. If the Government
takes possession of any part of the work before final acceptance, thiswarranty shall continue for aperiod of 1 year
from the date the Government takes possession.

(c) The Contractor shall remedy at the Contractor's expense any failure to conform, or any defect. In addition, the
Contractor shall remedy at the Contractor's expense any damage to Government-owned or controlled real or personal
property, when that damageis the result of--

(1) The Contractor'sfailure to conform to contract requirements; or
(2) Any defect of equipment, material, workmanship, or design furnished.

(d) The Contractor shall restore any work damaged in fulfilling the terms and conditions of this clause. The
Contractor's warranty with respect to work repaired or replaced will run for 1 year from the date of repair or
replacement.

(e) The Contracting Officer shall notify the Contractor, in writing, within a reasonable time after the discovery of any
failure, defect, or damage.

(f) If the Contractor failsto remedy any failure, defect, or damage within areasonable time after receipt of notice, the
Government shall have theright to replace, repair, or otherwise remedy the failure, defect, or damage at the
Contractor's expense.

(g) With respect to all warranties, express or implied, from subcontractors, manufacturers, or suppliersfor work
performed and materials furnished under this contract, the Contractor shall--

(1) Obtain all warranties that would be given in norma commercial practice;
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(2) Require all warranties to be executed, in writing, for the benefit of the Government, if directed by the Contracting
Officer; and

(3) Enforce al warranties for the benefit of the Government, if directed by the Contracting Officer.

(h) In the event the Contractor's warranty under paragraph (b) of this clause has expired, the Government may bring
suit at its expense to enforce a subcontractor's, manufacturer's, or supplier's warranty.

(i) Unless adefect is caused by the negligence of the Contractor or subcontractor or supplier at any tier, the
Contractor shall not be liable for the repair of any defects of material or design furnished by the Government nor for
the repair of any damage that results from any defect in Government-furnished material or design.

(j) Thiswarranty shall not limit the Government's rights under the I nspection and A cceptance clause of this contract
with respect to latent defects, gross mistakes, or fraud.

(End of clause)

52.248-1 VALUE ENGINEERING (FEB 2000) - ALTERNATE | (APR 1984)

(a) General. The Contractor shall (1) engage in avalue engineering program, and submit val ue engineering progress
reports, as specified in the Schedule and (2) submit to the Contracting Officer any resulting value engineering change
proposals (VECP's). In addition to being paid as the Schedul e specifies for this mandatory program, the Contractor
shall sharein any net acquisition savings realized from accepted VECP's, in accordance with the program requirement
sharing ratesin paragraph (f) below.

(b) Definitions. "Acquisition savings," as used in this clause, means savings resulting from the application of a VECP
to contracts awarded by the same contracting office or its successor for essentially the same unit. Acquisition
savingsinclude--

(1) Instant contract savings, which are the net cost reductions on this, the instant contract, and which are equal to
the instant unit cost reduction multiplied by the number of instant contract units affected by the VECP, less the
Contractor's allowable development and implementation costs;

(2) Concurrent contract savings, which are net reductions in the prices of other contracts that are definitized and
ongoing at the time the VECP is accepted; and

(3) Future contract savings, which are the product of the future unit cost reduction multiplied by the number of future
contract units scheduled for delivery during the sharing period. If this contract isamultiyear contract, future contract
savings include savings on quantities funded after VECP acceptance.

"Collateral costs," as used in this clause, means agency cost of operation, maintenance, logistic support, or
Government-furnished property.

"Collateral savings," as used in this clause, means those measurabl e net reductions resulting from aVECP in the
agency's overall projected collateral costs, exclusive of acquisition savings, whether or not the acquisition cost
changes.

"Contracting office" includes any contracting office that the acquisition is transferred to, such as another branch of
the agency or another agency's office that is performing ajoint acquisition action.
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"Contractor's development and implementation costs," as used in this clause, means those costs the Contractor
incurs on aV ECP specifically in developing, testing, preparing, and submitting the VECP, aswell as those costs the
Contractor incurs to make the contractual changes required by Government acceptance of aVECP.

"Future unit cost reduction," as used in this clause, means the instant unit cost reduction adjusted asthe
Contracting Officer considers necessary for projected learning or changes in quantity during the sharing period. It is
calculated at the time the VECP is accepted and applies either (1) throughout the sharing period, unlessthe
Contracting Officer decides that recalculation is necessary because conditions are significantly different from those
previously anticipated or (2) to the calculation of alump-sum payment, which cannot later be revised.

"Government costs," as used in this clause, means those agency costs that result directly from developing and
implementing the VECP, such as any net increasesin the cost of testing, operations, maintenance, and logistics
support. The term does not include the normal administrative costs of processing the VECP or any increasein this
contract's cost or price resulting from negative instant contract savings.

"Instant contract," as used in this clause, means this contract, under which the VECP is submitted. It does not
include increasesin quantities after acceptance of the VECP that are due to contract modifications, exercise of
options, or additional orders. If thisisamultiyear contract, the term does not include quantities funded after VECP
acceptance. If this contract is afixed-price contract with prospective price redetermination, the term refersto the
period for which firm prices have been established.

"Instant unit cost reduction" means the amount of the decrease in unit cost of performance (without deducting any
Contractor's development or implementation costs) resulting from using the VECP on this, the instant contract. If this
is a service contract, the instant unit cost reduction is normally equal to the number of hours per line-item task saved
by using the VECP on this contract, multiplied by the appropriate contract labor rate.

"Negative instant contract savings" means the increasein the cost or price of this contract when the acceptance of a
VECP resultsin an excess of the Contractor's allowable devel opment and implementation costs over the product of
the instant unit cost reduction multiplied by the number of instant contract units affected.

"Net acquisition savings' meanstotal acquisition savings, including instant, concurrent, and future contract
savings, less Government costs.

"Sharing base," as used in this clause, means the number of affected end items on contracts of the contracting office
accepting the VECP.

"Sharing period," as used in this clause, means the period beginning with acceptance of the first unit incorporating
the VECP and ending at the later of (1) 3 years after the first unit affected by the VECP is accepted or (2) the last
scheduled delivery date of an item affected by the VECP under this contract's delivery schedule in effect at the time
the VECP is accepted.

"Unit," asused in this clause, means the item or task to which the Contracting Officer and the Contractor agree the
VECP applies.

"V a ue engineering change proposal (VECP)" means a proposal that--
(1) Requires achange to this, the instant contract, to implement; and

(2) Resultsin reducing the overall projected cost to the agency without impairing essential functions or
characteristics; provided, that it does not involve achange--

(i) In deliverable end item quantities only;
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(i) Inresearch and development (R& D) end items or R& D test quantities that is due solely to results of previous
testing under this contract; or

(iii) To the contract type only.

(c) VECP preparation. As aminimum, the Contractor shall include in each VECP the information described in
subparagraphs (1) through (8) below. If the proposed change is affected by contractually required configuration
management or similar procedures, the instructions in those procedures relating to format, identification, and priority
assignment shall govern VECP preparation. The VECP shall include the following:

(1) A description of the difference between the existing contract requirement and the proposed requirement, the
comparative advantages and disadvantages of each, ajustification when an item's function or characteristics are
being altered, the effect of the change on the end item's performance, and any pertinent objective test data.

(2) A list and analysis of the contract requirements that must be changed if the VECP is accepted, including any
suggested specification revisions.

(3) Identification of the unit to which the VECP applies.

(4) A separate, detailed cost estimate for (i) the affected portions of the existing contract requirement and (ii) the
VECP. The cost reduction associated with the VECP shall take into account the Contractor's allowabl e devel opment
and implementation costs, including any amount attributable to subcontracts under the Subcontracts paragraph of
this clause, below.

(5) A description and estimate of costs the Government may incur in implementing the VECP, such as test and
evaluation and operating and support costs.

(6) A prediction of any effects the proposed change would have on collateral coststo the agency.

(7) A statement of the time by which a contract modification accepting the VECP must beissued in order to achieve
the maximum cost reduction, noting any effect on the contract completion time or delivery schedule.

(8) Identification of any previous submissions of the VECP, including the dates submitted, the agencies and contract
numbersinvolved, and previous Government actions, if known.

(d) Submission. The Contractor shall submit VECP's to the Contracting Officer, unless this contract states otherwise.
If this contract is administered by other than the contracting office, the Contractor shall submit a copy of the VECP
simultaneously to the Contracting Officer and to the Administrative Contracting Officer.

(e) Government action. (1) The Contracting Officer shall notify the Contractor of the status of the VECP within 45
calendar days after the contracting office receivesit. If additional timeisrequired, the Contracting Officer shall notify
the Contractor within the 45-day period and provide the reason for the delay and the expected date of the decision.
The Government will process VECP's expeditiously; however, it shall not be liable for any delay in acting upon a
VECP.

(2) If the VECP is not accepted, the Contracting Officer shall notify the Contractor in writing, explaining the reasons
for rejection. The Contractor may withdraw any VECP, in whole or in part, at any time before it is accepted by the
Government. The Contracting Officer may require that the Contractor provide written notification before undertaking
significant expenditures for VECP effort.

(3) Any VECP may be accepted, in whole or in part, by the Contracting Officer's award of amodification to this
contract citing this clause and made either before or within areasonable time after contract performance is compl eted.
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Until such a contract modification applies aVVECP to this contract, the Contractor shall perform in accordance with
the existing contract. The decision to accept or reject al or part of any VECP isaunilateral decision made solely at the
discretion of the Contracting Officer.

(f) Sharing rates. If aVECP is accepted, the Contractor shall sharein net acquisition savings according to the
percentages shown in the table below. The percentage paid the Contractor depends upon (1) this contract's type
(fixed-price, incentive, or cost-reimbursement), (2) the sharing arrangement specified in paragraph (a) above
(incentive, program requirement, or a combination as delineated in the Schedule), and (3) the source of the savings
(the instant contract, or concurrent and future contracts), asfollows:

(g) Calculating net acquisition savings.

(1) Acquisition savings are realized when (i) the cost or price isreduced on the instant contract, (ii) reductions are
negotiated in concurrent contracts, (iii) future contracts are awarded, or (iv) agreement is reached on alump-sum
payment for future contract savings (see subparagraph (i)(4) below). Net acquisition savings arefirst realized, and the
Contractor shall be paid a share, when Government costs and any negative instant contract savings have been fully
offset against acquisition savings.

(2) Except in incentive contracts, Government costs and any price or cost increases resulting from negative instant
contract savings shall be offset against acquisition savings each time such savings are realized until they are fully
offset. Then, the Contractor's share is calculated by multiplying net acquisition savings by the appropriate
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Contractor's percentage sharing rate (see paragraph (f) above). Additional Contractor shares of net acquisition
savings shall be paid to the Contractor at the time realized.

(3) If thisisan incentive contract, recovery of Government costs on the instant contract shall be deferred and offset
against concurrent and future contract savings. The Contractor shall share through the contract incentive structure
in savings on the instant contract items affected. Any negative instant contract savings shall be added to the target
cost or to the target price and ceiling price, and the amount shall be offset against concurrent and future contract
savings.

(4) If the Government does not receive and accept all items on which it paid the Contractor's share, the Contractor
shall reimburse the Government for the proportionate share of these payments.

(h) Contract adjustment. The modification accepting the VECP (or a subsequent modification issued as soon as
possible after any negotiations are completed) shall--

(1) Reduce the contract price or estimated cost by the amount of instant contract savings, unlessthisisanincentive
contract;

(2) When the amount of instant contract savingsis negative, increase the contract price, target price and ceiling
price, target cost, or estimated cost by that amount;

(3) Specify the Contractor's dollar share per unit on future contracts, or provide the lump -sum payment;

(4) Specify the amount of any Government costs or negative instant contract savingsto be offset in determining net
acquisition savings realized from concurrent or future contract savings; and

(5) Provide the Contractor's share of any net acquisition savings under the instant contract in accordance with the
following:

(i) Fixed-price contracts--add to contract price.
(i) Cost-reimbursement contracts--add to contract fee.
(i) Concurrent and future contract savings.

(1) Payments of the Contractor's share of concurrent and future contract savings shall be made by a modification to
theinstant contract in accordance with subparagraph (h)(5) above. For incentive contracts, shares shall be added as
aseparate firm-fixed-price line item on the instant contract. The Contractor shall maintain records adequate to identify
thefirst delivered unit for 3 yearsafter final payment under this contract.

(2) The Contracting Officer shall calculate the Contractor's share of concurrent contract savings by (i) subtracting
from the reduction in price negotiated on the concurrent contract any Government costs or negative instant contract
savings not yet offset and (ii) multiplying the result by the Contractor's sharing rate.

(3) The Contracting Officer shall calculate the Contractor's share of future contract savings by (i) multiplying the
future unit cost reduction by the number of future contract units scheduled for delivery during the sharing period, (ii)
subtracting any Government costs or negative instant contract savings not yet offset, and (iii) multiplying the result
by the Contractor's sharing rate.

(4) When the Government wishes and the Contractor agrees, the Contractor's share of future contract savings may be
paid in asingle lump sum rather than in a series of payments over time as future contracts are awarded. Under this
alternate procedure, the future contract savings may be cal culated when the VECP is accepted, on the basis of the
Contracting Officer's forecast of the number of unitsthat will be delivered during the sharing period. The Contractor's
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share shall beincluded in amodification to this contract (see subparagraph (h)(3) above) and shall not be subject to
subsequent adjustment.

(5) Alternate no-cost settlement method. When, in accordance with subsection 48.104-3 of the Federal Acquisition
Regulation, the Government and the Contractor mutually agree to use the no-cost settlement method, the following

applies:
(i) The Contractor will keep all the savings on the instant contract and on its concurrent contracts only.

(ii) The Government will keep all the savings resulting from concurrent contractsplaced on other sources, savings
from all future contracts, and all collateral savings.

(j) Collateral savings. If aVECP is accepted, the Contracting Officer will increase the instant contract amount, as
specified in paragraph (h)(5) of this clause, by arate from 20 to 100 percent, as determined by the Contracting Officer,
of any projected collateral savings determined to be realized in atypical year of use after subtracting any Government
costs not previously offset. However, the Contractor's share of collateral savings will not exceed the contract's firm-
fixed-price, target price, target cost, or estimated cost, at the time the VECP is accepted, or $100,000, whichever is
greater. The Contracting Officer will be the sole determiner of the amount of collateral savings.

(k) Relationship to other incentives. Only those benefits of an accepted VECP not rewardable under performance,
design-to-cost (production unit cost, operating and support costs, reliability and maintainability), or similar
incentives shall be rewarded under this clause. However, the targets of such incentives affected by the VECP shall
not be adjusted because of VECP acceptance. If this contract specifies targets but provides no incentive to surpass
them, the value engineering sharing shall apply only to the amount of achievement better than target.

() Subcontracts. The Contractor shall include an appropriate value engineering clause in any subcontract of $100,000
or more and may include onein subcontracts of lesser value. In calculating any adjustment in this contract's price for
instant contract savings (or negative instant contract savings), the Contractor's allowabl e development and
implementation costs shall include any subcontractor's allowable devel opment and implementation costs, and any
value engineering incentive payments to a subcontractor, clearly resulting from aVECP accepted by the Government
under this contract. The Contractor may choose any arrangement for subcontractor value engineering incentive
payments; provided, that the payments shall not reduce the Government's share of concurrent or future contract
savings or collateral savings.

(m) Data. The Contractor may restrict the Government's right to use any part of a VVECP or the supporting data by
marking the following legend on the affected parts:

"These data, furnished under the VValue Engineering clause of contract.......... , shall not be disclosed outside the
Government or duplicated, used, or disclosed, in whole or in part, for any purpose other than to evaluate avalue
engineering change proposal submitted under the clause. This restriction does not limit the Government'sright to use
information contained in these dataif it has been obtained or is otherwise available from the Contractor or from
another source without limitations."

If aVECP is accepted, the Contractor hereby grants the Government unlimited rights in the VECP and supporting
data, except that, with respect to data qualifying and submitted as limited rights technical data, the Government shall
have the rights specified in the contract modification implementing the VECP and shall appropriately mark the data.
(Theterms"unlimited rights" and "limited rights" are defined in Part 27 of the Federal Acquisition Regulation.)

52.249-2 TERMINATION FOR CONVENIENCE OF THE GOVERNMENT (FIXED-PRICE) (SEP 1996) - ALTERNATE
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(a) The Government may terminate performance of work under this contract in whole or, from timeto time, in part if
the Contracting Officer determines that atermination isin the Government'sinterest. The Contracting Officer shall
terminate by delivering to the Contractor a Notice of Termination specifying the extent of termination and the
effective date.

(b) After receipt of aNotice of Termination, and except as directed by the Contracting Officer, the Contractor shall
immediately proceed with the following obligations, regardless of any delay in determining or adjusting any amounts
due under this clause:

(1) Stop work as specified in the notice.

(2) Place no further subcontracts or orders (referred to as subcontractsin this clause) for materials, services, or
facilities, except as necessary to complete the continued portion of the contract.

(3) Terminate all subcontracts to the extent they relate to the work terminated.

(4) Assign to the Government, as directed by the Contracting Officer, al right, title, and interest of the Contractor
under the subcontracts terminated, in which case the Government shall have the right to settle or to pay any
termination settlement proposal arising out of those terminations.

(5) With approval or ratification to the extent required by the Contracting Officer, settle all outstanding liabilities and
termination settlement proposals arising from the termination of subcontracts; the approval or ratification will be final
for purposes of this clause.

(6) Asdirected by the Contracting Officer, transfer title and deliver to the Government (i) the fabricated or
unfabricated parts, work in process, completed work, supplies, and other material produced or acquired for the work
terminated, and (ii) the completed or partially completed plans, drawings, information, and other property that, if the
contract had been completed, would be required to be furnished to the Government.

(7) Complete performance of the work not terminated.

(8) Take any action that may be necessary, or that the Contracting Officer may direct, for the protection and
preservation of the property related to this contract that isin the possession of the Contractor and in which the
Government has or may acquire an interest.

(9) Useits best effortsto sell, as directed or authorized by the Contracting Officer, any property of the types referred
to in subparagraph (b)(6) of this clause; provided, however, that the Contractor (i) is not required to extend credit to
any purchaser and (ii) may acquire the property under the conditions prescribed by, and at prices approved by, the
Contracting Officer. The proceeds of any transfer or disposition will be appliedto reduce any payments to be made
by the Government under this contract, credited to the price or cost of the work, or paid in any other manner directed
by the Contracting Officer.

(c) The Contractor shall submit complete termination inventory schedules no later than 120 days from the effective
date of termination, unless extended in writing by the Contracting Officer upon written request of the Contractor
within this 120-day period.

(d) After expiration of the plant clearance period as defined in Subpart 45.6 of the Federal Acquisition Regulation, the
Contractor may submit to the Contracting Officer alist, certified asto quantity and quality, of termination inventory
not previously disposed of, excluding items authorized for disposition by the Contracting Officer. The Contractor
may request the Government to remove those items or enter into an agreement for their storage. Within 15 days, the
Government will accept title to those items and remove them or enter into a storage agreement. The Contracting
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Officer may verify the list upon removal of theitems, or if stored, within 45 days from submission of thelist, and shall
correct thelist, as necessary, before final settlement.

(e) After termination, the Contractor shall submit afinal termination settlement proposal to the Contracting Officer in
the form and with the certification prescribed by the Contracting Officer. The Contractor shall submit the proposal
promptly, but no later than 1 year from the effective date of termination, unless extended in writing by the Contracting
Officer upon written request of the Contractor within this 1-year period. However, if the Contracting Officer
determines that the facts justify it, atermination settlement proposal may be received and acted on after 1 year or any
extension. If the Contractor failsto submit the proposal within the time allowed, the Contracting Officer may
determine, on the basis of information available, the amount, if any, due the Contractor because of the termination
and shall pay the amount determined.

(f) Subject to paragraph (e) of this clause, the Contractor and the Contracting Officer may agree upon the whole or
any part of the amount to be paid or remaining to be paid because of the termination. The amount may include a
reasonabl e allowance for profit on work done. However, the agreed amount, whether under this paragraph (g) or
paragraph (g) of this clause, exclusive of costs shown in subparagraph (g)(3) of this clause, may not exceed the total
contract price as reduced by (1) the amount of payments previously made and (2) the contract price of work not
terminated. The contract shall be modified, and the Contractor paid the agreed amount. Paragraph (g) of this clause
shall not limit, restrict, or affect the amount that may be agreed upon to be paid under this paragraph.

(g) If the Contractor and Contracting Officer fail to agree on the whole amount to be paid the Contractor because of
the termination of work, the Contracting Officer shall pay the Contractor the amounts determined as follows, but
without duplication of any amounts agreed upon under paragraph (f) of this clause:

(1) For contract work performed before the effective date of termination, the total (without duplication of any items)
of--

(i) The cost of thiswork;

(ii) The cost of settling and paying termination settlement proposals under terminated subcontracts that are properly
chargeabl e to the terminated portion of the contract if not included in subdivision (g)(1)(i) of this clause; and

(iii) A sum, as profit on subdivision (g)(1)(i) of this clause, determined by the Contracting Officer under 49.202 of the
Federal Acquisition Regulation, in effect on the date of this contract, to be fair and reasonable; however, if it appears
that the Contractor would have sustained aloss on the entire contract had it been completed, the Contracting Officer
shall allow no profit under this subdivision (iii) and shall reduce the settlement to reflect the indicated rate of |oss.

(2) The reasonable costs of settlement of the work terminated, including--

(i) Accounting, legal, clerical, and other expenses reasonably necessary for the preparation of termination settlement
proposals and supporting data;

(ii) The termination and settlement of subcontracts (excluding the amounts of such settlements); and

(iii) Storage, transportation, and other costs incurred, reasonably necessary for the preservation, protection, or
disposition of the termination inventory.

(h) Except for normal spoilage, and except to the extent that the Government expressly assumed the risk of loss, the
Contracting Officer shall exclude from the amounts payable to the Contractor under paragraph (g) of this clause, the
fair value, as determined by the Contracting Officer, of property that is destroyed, lost, stolen, or damaged so as to
become undeliverable to the Government or to a buyer.
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(i) The cost principles and procedures of Part 31 of the Federal Acquisition Regulation, in effect on the date of this
contract, shall govern all costs claimed, agreed to, or determined under this clause.

(i) The Contractor shall have the right of appeal, under the Disputes clause, from any determination made by the
Contracting Officer under paragraph (€), (g), or () of this clause, except that if the Contractor failed to submit the
termination settlement proposal or request for equitable adjustment within the time provided in paragraph (€) or (1),
respectively, and failed to request atime extension, there is no right of appeal.

(K) In arriving at the amount due the Contractor under this clause, there shall be deducted--
(1) All unliquidated advance or other payments to the Contractor under the terminated portion of this contract;
(2) Any claim which the Government has against the Contractor under this contract; and

(3) The agreed price for, or the proceeds of sale of, materials, supplies, or other things acquired by the Contractor or
sold under the provisions of this clause and not recovered by or credited to the Government.

modifications as the Contracting Officer may require to meet changed conditions or as a
result of necessary modifications to the contract work.

d. The Cortractor shdl furnish, a his own expense, such stakes, templates, platforms,
equipment, tools and materids, and al labor as may be required in laying out any part of
the work from the basdlines and bench marks established by the Government. It shall be
the respongbility of the Contractor to maintain and preserve dl stakes and marks
established by the Contracting Officer until authorized to remove them, and if such
marks are destroyed, by the Contractor or through his negligence, prior to their
authorized removal, they may be replaced by the Contracting Officer, at his discretion,
and the expense of replacement will be deducted from any amounts due or to become
due the Contractor. The Contracting Officer may require that work be suspended at
any time when location and limit marks established by the Contractor are not reasonably
adequate to permit checking of the work.

PROGRESS CHART. The schedule of work will be in accordance with the progress chart.
The progress chart required by provisons of paragraph (a) of the CONTRACT CLAUSE
entitled " Schedules for Construction Contracts' shall be prepared on ENG Form 2454, copies
of which will be furnished to the Contractor by the Government. THREE COPIES OF THE
SCHEDULE WILL BE REQUIRED.

SAFETY-RELATED SPECIAL REQUIREMENTS. ALL WORK UNDER THIS
CONTRACT SHALL COMPLY WITH THE LATEST VERSION OF U.S. ARMY
CORPS OF ENGINEERS SAFETY AND HEALTH REQUIREMENTS MANUAL, EM
385-1-1, AND OCCUPATIONAL SAFETY AND HEALTH ACT (OSHA) STANDARDS
IN EFFECT ON THE DATE OF THE SOLICITATION. NO SEPARATE PAYMENT
WILL BE MADE FOR COMPLIANCE WITH EM 385-1-1, NOR FOR COMPLIANCE
WITH ANY OF THE OTHER SAFETY RELATED SPECIAL REQUIREMENTS.
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Accident Investigations and Reporting. Refer to EM 385-1-1, Section 1. Accidents
shdl be invedigated and reports completed by the immediate supervisor of the
employeg(s) involved and reported to the Contracting Officer or his representative
within one working day after the accident occurs. Copies of ENG FORM 3394 will be
furnished the Contractor upon request by the Area Office.

Accident Prevention Program. Refer to the CONTRACT CLAUSE entitled, "Accident
Prevention (Alternate 1)". Within 7 calendar days after receipt of Notice of Award of
the contract, four copies of the Accident Prevention Program shall be submitted to the
Contracting Officer for review and approva. The program shdl be prepared in the
following format:

Q) An executed LMV Form 358R, Adminigrative Plan (available upon request).

2 An executed LMV Form 359R, Activity Hazard Andyss (avalable upon
request).

3 A copy of company policy statement regarding accident prevention.

4 When marine plant and equipment are in use under a contract, the method of
fud ol transfer shal be submitted on LMV Form 414R, Fud Oil Transfer,
(available upon request). (Refer to 33 CFR 156.)

The Contractor shdl not commence physica work at the Ste until the program
has been approved by the Contracting Officer, or his authorized representetive.
At the Contracting Officer's discretion, the Contractor may submit his Activity
Hazard Andyss for only the fird phase of congruction provided that it is
accompanied by an outline of the remaning phases of condruction. All
remaning phases shdl be submitted and accepted prior to the beginning of
work in each phase. Also refer to Section | of EM 3 85-1-1.

Dally Inspections. The Contractor shdl perform daily safety ingpections and record
them on the forms gpproved by the Contracting Officer. Reports of daily inspections
shdl be maintained at the jobsite. The reports shal be records of the daily inspections
and resulting actions. Each report will include, as a minimum, the following:

@ Phase(s) of congtruction underway during the inspection.

2 Locations or areas ingpections were made.
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Results of ingpection, including nature of deficiencies observed and corrective
actions taken, or to be taken, date, and signature of the person responsible for
its contents.

Machinery and Mechanized Equipment. Machinery and mechanized equipment used

under this contract shal comply with the following:

@

@)

When mechanized equipment is operated on floating plant, the Contractor shall
provide podtive and acceptable means of preventing this equipment from
moving or faling into the water. The type of equipment addressed by this clause
indudes front-end loaders, bulldozers, trucks (both on and off-road), backhoes,
track hoes, and damilar equipment. If the Contractor plans to use such
equipment on floating plant, an activity hazard andysis must be developed for
this festure of work. The plan must include a detailed explanation of the type or
types of physcd barriers, curbs, structures, etc., which will be incorporated to
protect the operator and prevent the equipment from entering the water.
Nonstructural warning devices may be consdered for Stuations where the use
of dructura barriers is determined to be impracticable. The activity hazard
analyss must thoroughly address the procedure and be submitted to the Corps
for review and acceptance prior to start of this feature of work.

The stability of crawler, truck, and whed-mounted cranes shal be assured.

@ The manufacturer's load-rating chart may be used to determine the
maximum dlowable working load for each particular crane's boom
angle provided a test load, with a boom angle of 20 degrees, confirms
the manufacturer's load-rating table.

(b) Stability tests are required if.

@ There is no manufacturer's load-rating chart securdly fixed to
the operator's cab;

(11) There has been a change in the boom or other dructurd
members; or

(111) There has been a change in the counterweight.

The test shdl congg of lifting a load with the boom in the least gable
undercarriage postion and at an angle of 20 degrees above the
horizontal. The test shdl be conducted tinder close supervison on a
firm, levd surface. The load that tilts the machine shdl be identified as
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the test load. The test load moment (in ft-1bs) shal then be calculated by
multiplying the horizonta distance (in ft) from the center of rotation of
the machine to the test load, times the test load (in |bs). Three-fourths of
this test-load moment shdl then be used to compute the maximum
allowable operating loads for the boom at 20, 40, 60, and 80 degrees
above horizontd. From these maximum alowable operating loads, a
curve shdl be plotted and posted in the cab of the machine in sight of
the operator. These values shal not be exceeded except in the
performance test described below. The test load shal never exceed |
10 percent of the manufacturer's maximum rated capacity.

(© In lieu of the test and computations above, the crane may be load tested
for sability a each of the four boom positions listed above.

Performance tests shdl be performed n accordance with Section 16 of EM
385-1-1. Performance tests shdl be conducted after each stability test, when
the crane is placed in service on a project, and at least every 12 months.

Ingpections shal be made which will ensure a safe and economical operation of
both cranes and draglines. Specific inspections and their frequencies are listed
on the appropriate checklists noted below. Results of inspections and tests for
cranes shdl be recorded on the Safety Inspection Check List, LMV Form
326R (avalable upon request), and ingpection results for draglines shal be
recorded on LMV Form 373R (available upon request). Copies of the
ingpections and tests shall be available at the jobsite for review. All ability
and performance tests on cranes and all complete dragline ingpections shdl be
witnessed by the Contracting Officer or his authorized representative.

A complete dragline ingpection shdl be made:
@ At least annudly;
(b) Prior to the dragline being placed in operation; and

(© After the dragline has been out of service for more than six months.

Safety Sgn. The Contractor shal furnish, erect, and maintain a safety Sign a the Ste, as
located by the Contracting Officer. The sign shdl conform to the requirements of this
paragraph and the drawing entitled "Safety Sign”, included at the end of these Specid
Contract Requirements. The lettering shdl be black and the background white. When
placed on floating plant, the sgn may be haf sze. Upon request, the Government will
furnish a decal of the Engineer Castle. The sign shdl be erected as soon as practicable,
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but not later than 7 cdendar days after the date established for cornmencement of
work. The data required shal be current.

CERTIFICATES OF COMPLIANCE. Any certificates required for demondrating proof of
compliance of materid with specification requirements shdl be executed in four (4) copies. Each
catificate shal be sgned by an officid authorized to certify on behdf of the manufacturing
company and shdl contain the name and address of the Contractor, the project name and
location, and the quantity and date or dates of shipment or ddivery to which the certificates
apply. Copies of laboratory test reports submitted with certificates shal contain the name and
address of the testing laboratory and the date or dates of the test to which the report applies.
Certification shdl not be congrued as reieving the Contractor from furnishing satisfactory
materid, if, after tests are performed on sdected samples, the materid is found not to meet the
Specific requirements.

CONTRACTOR'S CERTIFICATE. Each submittd of shop drawings and materias data shall
be accompanied by a certificate, sgned by the head of the Quality Control Organization of the
prime Contractor, that the prime Contractor has reviewed in detail al shop drawings and
materids contained in the submittal and that they are correct and in gtrict conformance with the
contract drawings and specifications except as may be otherwise explicitly sated. The
Government will first check for the Contractor's certificate and then review and render
gpproval action or indicate disapprova in those cases where contract requirements are not
fulfilled.

AS-BUILT DRAWINGS. The Contractor shdl maintain two (2) full-size sets of the Contract
drawings depicting a current record of the work as actudly constructed. One st is for the
Contractor's use and one for the Government's use. These working as-built drawing red-line
mark-ups may be manudly or dectronicaly generated using the congtruction plans. These
working as-built drawings shdl be reviewed a least monthly with the Contracting Officer, prior
to the Contractor submitting a request for progress payment. Both shall certify that the as-built
drawings are accurate and up-to-date before progress payment is made. Upon completion of

the work and not later than 60 days from acceptance, the Contractor shal deliver a complete
find set of the as-built red-line marked-up plans depicting the condruction as actudly
accomplished. The find as-built drawings shdl be identified as such by marking or samping

them with the words "AS-BUILT DRAWINGS' in letters a least 3/16" high. Those drawings
where no change is involved shdl be marked or stamped "AS-BUILT, NO CHANGE".

Compliance and ddivery of the find as-built drawings will be enforced through the gpprova of

find payment. Also, the qudity of the fina as-built drawings will be reflected in the Contractor's
performance evauation.

DAMAGE TO WORK. The responshility for damage to any part of the permanent work shall
be as set forth in the CONTRACT CLAUSE entitled "Permits and Respongbilities’. However,
if, in the judgment of the Contracting Officer, any part of the permanent work performed by the
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Contractor is damaged by flood, tornado, or earthquake, which damage is not due to the failure
of the Contractor to take reasonable precautions or to exercise sound engineering and
congtruction practices in the conduct of the work, the Contractor shal neke the repairs as
ordered by the Contracting Officer and full compensation for such repairs will be made at the
goplicable contract unit or lump sum prices as fixed and established in the contract. If, in the
opinion of the Contracting Officer, there are no contract unit or lump sum prices applicable to
any part of such work, an equitable adjustment pursuant to the CONTRACT CLAUSE entitled
"Changes' will be made as full compensation for the repairs of that part of the permanent work
for which there are no gpplicable contract unit or lump sum prices. Except as herein provided,
damage to al work (including temporary congruction), utilities, materids, equipment and plant
shdl be repaired to the satisfaction of the Contracting Officer at the Contractor's expense
regardless of the cause of such damage.

NOTIFICATION OF AREA ENGINEER BEFORE BEGINNING WORK. At least 5 days
before beginning work, the Contractor shal notify Mr. Donald R. Tutor, Area Engineer, Wynne
Area Office, 1932 N. Fals Boulevard, P.O. Box 729, Wynne, Arkansas 72396-0729, 00800-
11 Telephone No. 901-544-3856 or 870-238-7983). COLLECT CALLS WILL NOT BE
ACCEPTED.

RETESTING OF CONSTRUCTION MATERIALS. Unless otherwise specified, where the
Technicd Specifications sate that tests will be performed at the expense of the Government, the
cog of only the initid test will be bome by the Government. Any retesting due to failure of the
materids to meet the requirements in the initia test or any retesting requested by the Contractor
shdll be performed at the Contractor's expense. The retests shal be at |aboratories approved by
the Contracting Officer. The costs of retests made at Government aboratories will be deducted
from the total amount due the Contractor.

VEHICLE WEIGHT LIMITATIONS. Vehicle weight limitations for operation on roads,
streets, and bridges may affect the prosecution of work under this contract. The Contractor will
be responsible for obtaining al necessary licenses and permits in accordance with the
CONTRACT CLAUSE entitled "Permits and Respongibilities'.

OBSTRUCTIONS.

a Utilities. All utilities located at the Ste are to remain in place and operative during the
condruction. The exact location, depth, and height of utilities shown on drawings shal
be verified in the fidld by the Contractor. At least 10 days before beginning work in the
vicinity of a utility, the Contractor shdl cal the gppropriate "Cdl Before You Dig'
number listed below. The Contractor shall exercise specid care when working inthe
vicinity of utilities to prevent damage thereto or injury to the Contractor's employees or
others. Any damage to the utilities or interruptions of service occasoned by the
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Contractor's operations shal be repaired and the service restored promptly a his
expense.

In the event the Contractor dects to have utilities relocated for his own convenience, he
shdl make his own arrangement with utility owners for the rerouting and replacement to
their permanent location after completion of the work adjacent thereto. All costs
asociated with utility relocation for the Contractor's convenience shdl be a his

expense.

Exiging Fences and Cattle Guards. Existing fences and cattle guards shdl not ke
removed by the Contractor unless written permission is received from the Contracting
Officer. Notice of at least 5 days shdl be given to the field representative prior to
removing any fences or cattle guards. Any unwarrantable damage to exigting fences or
cattle guards by the Contractor’ s operations shdl be repaired at his expense.

SP 13. NATIONAL POLLUTANT DISCHARGE ELIMINATION SYSTEM (NPDES). In

compliance with the General Permit of the NPDES, the Contracting Officer will file a Notice of
Intent (NOI) with the State of Mississppi. In addition, the Storm Water Pollution Prevention
Plan (SWPPP) required by the Genera Permit has been prepared and is included at the end of
these Specid Contract Requirements. The Contractor shal adhere grictly to the erosion control
provisons of SWPPP and Section 01355 - ENVIRONMENTAL PROTECTION to minimize
sediment discharge into nearby water courses to the maximum extent practicable. Furthermore,
the Contractor and dl subcontractors shdl sign the certification contained in the SWPPP. The
Contractor shal maintain the SWPPP on the congruction ste at dl times. The SWPPP shall

take precedence over the technica specifications.

SP 14, TIME EXTENSIONS FOR UNUSUALLY SEVERE WEATHER (31 OCT 1989).

a

This provision specifies the procedure for determination of time extensions for unusudly
severe westher in accordance with the CONTRACT CLAUSE entitled " Default
(Fixed-Price Congruction)". In order for the Contracting Officer to award a time
extenson under this clause, the following conditions must be stisfied:

Q) The weather experienced at the project site during the contract period must be
found to be unusually severe, that is, more severe than the adverse westher
anticipated for the project location during any given month.
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2 The unusudly severe weather must actudly cause a dday to the completion of
the project. The dday must be beyond the control and without the fault or
negligence of the Contractor.

The following schedule of monthly anticipated adverse weather delays is based on
National Oceanic and Atmospheric Adminigration (NOAA) or smilar data for the
project location and will condtitute the base line for monthly westher time evauations.
The Contractor's progress schedule must reflect these anticipated adverse weather
delaysin al westher dependent activities.

Upon acknowledgment of the Notice to Proceed (NTP) and continuing throughout the
contract, the Contractor will record on the dailly CQC report, the occurrence of
adverse weather and resultant impact to normaly scheduled work. Actud adverse
wesather delay days must prevent work on critica activities for 50 percent or more of
the Contractor's scheduled work day. The number of actual adverse weather delay
days shdl include days impacted by actud adverse weather (even if adverse weather
occurred in previous month), be calculated chronologicaly from the firgt to the last day
of each month, and be recorded as qudifying days. If the number of actud adverse
wegther delay days exceeds the number of days anticipated in paragraph b, above, the
Contracting Officer will convert any qudifying ddays to cdendar days, giving full
consderation for equivalent fair westher work days, and issue a modification in
accordance with the CONTRACT CLAUSE entitted "Default (Fixed-Price
Condtruction)”. (ER 415-1-15, Appendix A)

SP 15. STONE SOURCES.

a

For a list of quarries that have produced stone that meet the requirements of these
specifications, view the website listed below. If a stone source is designated as “ New
Source,” then that source has been tested and the results of those tests have indicated
that the stone will meet the materia quaity requirements. However, the “New Sources’
may not have been used; therefore, the stone gradation and quarry production capability
may not have been verified.

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Stone may be furnished either from any of the sources posted at the above website, or
from any other sources designated by the Contractor and accepted by the Contracting
Officer, subject to the conditions hereinafter stated.

After the award of the contract, the Contractor shal designate in writing only one
source or one combination of sources from which he/she proposes to furnish stone. If
the Contractor proposes to furnish stone from a source or sources not posted at the
above website, he/she may designate only a single source for stone. Samples for
acceptance testing shdl be provided as required in the Technicd Specifications. If the
Contracting Officer does not accept a source for stone, s0 designated by the
Contractor, the Contractor may not propose other sources but shall furnish the stone
from a posted source at no additiona cost to the Government.

In the event that the Contractor proposes to furnish gone from a posted source, and
that posted source fails to meet the materid quality requirements as set forth in the
technical specifications, the Contractor shal identify the reason for the deficiency and
ghdl either rectify the Stuation or procure stone at another posted quarry. At no time
shal stone be accepted that does not fulfill the requirements as described in the technical
Specifications.

Acceptance of a source of stone shdl not be construed as acceptance of al materia
from that source. The right is reserved to rgject materids from certain localized aress,
zones, drata, or channds, when such materids are unsuitable for stone as determined
by the Contracting Officer. Materias produced from a posted source shal meet dl the
requirements of the Technica Specifications.

SP 16. HELD OFFICE BUILDING.

a

The Contractor shdl furnish and maintain a temporary building for the exclusve use of
the Government inspectors during the life of the contract. The building shdl conform to
the following requirements.

Floor Space Not less than 500 sg. ft.
Height of Caling Not lessthan 7 feet
Windows Not lessthan 4

Doors Atleast 1

Type of Floor Wood or Concrete

The building shdl be of light but weatherproof construction. Windows shdl be arranged
to open and to be fagtened from the insde. All door and window openings shdl be
provided with suitable screens. The door shdl be equipped with a durable hasp and
padlock. Interior surfaces of exterior wals and ceilings shdl be covered with insulating
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board and an insde storage room of adequate Size shall be provided. The Contractor
shdl furnish an adequate supply of gpproved drinking water, sufficient eectricd outlets
for office caculators and equipment, running weter for a toilet facility having aflushable
toilet and a ank, dl dectricity required and sufficient fixtures for adequate lighting, and
during cold weether shdl furnish adequate heat. The office shdl be equipped with at
least five chairs, drawing table, and two desks, and two (2) telephone services with
both locd and long distance. The fidd office, its location and dl facilities shdl be
subject to the approva of the Contracting Officer. The building shdl dso be equipped
with ar conditioning during hot weether.

No separate payment will be made for furnishing and maintaining the field office. Such
building will remain the property of the Contractor and shal be removed upon
completion of the work as provided in the CONTRACT CLAUSE entitled "Operations
and Storage Aress'.

SP 17. HAUL ROADS. Whenever practical, one-way haul roads shal be used on this contract. Haul

roads built and maintained for thiswork shdl comply with the following:

a

One-way haul roads for off-the-road equipment; e.g., belly dumps, scrapers, and off-
the-road trucks shdl have a minimum usable width of 25 feet. One-way haul roads for
over-the-road haulage equipment only (e.g., dump trucks, etc.) may be reduced to a
usable width of 15 feet. When the Contracting Officer determines that it is impractica
to obtain the required width for one-way haul roads (e.g., aroad on top of alevee), a
usable width of not less than 10 feet may be approved by the Contracting Officer,
provided a pogtive means of traffic control is implemented. Such positive means shall
be sgns, sgnds, and/or sgndman, and an effective means of gpeed control.

Two-way haul roads for off-the-road haulage equipment shdl have a usable width of 60
feet. Two-way haul roads for over-the-road haulage equipment only may be reduced to
ausable width of 30 fedt.

Haul roads shall be graded and otherwise maintained to keep the surface free from
potholes, ruts, and smilar conditions that could result in unsafe operation.

Grades and curves shdl alow aminimum sight distance of 200 feet for one-way roads
and 300 feet for two-way roads. Sight distance is defined as the centerline distance an
equipment operator (4.5 feet above the road surface) can see an object 4.5 feet above
the road surface. When conditions make it impractica to obtain the required sght
disance (eg., ramps over levees), a podtive means of traffic control shdl be
implemented.
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e Dugt abatement shal permit observation of objects on the roadway a a minimum
distance of 300 fest.

f. Haul roads shal have the edges of the usable portion marked with posts at intervas of
50 feet on curves and 200 feet maximum esewhere. Such markers shall extend 6 feet
above the road surface and for nighttime haulage be provided with reflectors in both
directions.

TEMPORARY PROJECT FENCING. Temporary project fencing as required by Paragraph

04.A.04 of EM 385-1-1 is not required on this project.

MAINTENANCE OF TRAFFIC. The Contractor shdl maintain traffic over existing roads

and bridgesin the vicinity of the construction. The Contractor shall erect and maintain such
sgns and barricades as the Contracting Officer deems gppropriate for protection of the traveling
public.

COOPERATION WITH OTHERS. The Contractor shall coordinate dl congtruction
operations within the congtruction and right-of-way limits of this contract with the congtruction
of other contrtacts, so as to cause the least interruption practicable to operation of other
ongoing congtruction contracts. Close cooperation between the Contractor's personnel and al
other personnd will be required. In the event of controversy between the Contractor's
personnel and other personnel, the Contracting Officer's decison will be find; however, if the
Contractor is in disagreement with the decigon, the matter may be pursued under the
CONTRACT CLAUSE entitled "Disputes'.

SUNDAY, HOLIDAY AND NIGHT WORK. Sunday and Holiday work will be at the option
of the Contractor, but night work will not be permitted unless otherwise authorized by the
Contracting Officer.

INSURANCE REQUIREMENTS FOR WORK ON GOVERNMENT PROPERTY .

a In accordance with the CONTRACT CLAUSE entitled "Insurance - Work on a
Government inddlation”, the Contractor shdl procure and maintain during the entire
performance period of this contract insurance of at least the minimum amounts set forth
below:

Prior to the commencement of work hereunder, the Contractor shal furnish to the
Contracting Officer a certificate or written evidence of the above required insurance.
The poalicies evidencing required insurance shdl contain an endorsement to the effect
that cancellation or any materid change in the policies adversdly affecting the interests of
the Government in such insurance shdl not be effective until 30 days after written notice
thereof to the Contracting Officer. Policy shal be issued by a carrier duly qudified to
provide above coverages in the State of Missssppi. The policy/palicies shdl name
Desoto County as an additiona insured.

Builder's Risk Insurance (Fire and Extended Coverage):

Until the Project is completed and is accepted by the Owner the Contractor is required
to maintain Builder's Risk Ihsurance (fire and extended coverage) adequate to fully
cover the insurable portion of the project for the benefit of the Owner, the prime
Contractor, and sub-contractors as their interests may appesr.

SP 23. STORAGE OF EQUIPMENT AND MATERIALS. Storage d the Contractor's equipment

and materids shal be a those areas within the rights-of-way designated by the Contracting

Officer.

SP 24, UTILITY SERVICES.

a

The Contractor shdl provide at the Ste for al work under this contract, the necessary
utility services needed for completion of work under this contract.

Electricity: All electric current required by the Contractor shall be furnished at his own expense. All
temporary connections for electricity shall be subject to the approval of the Contracting Officer. All

temporary lines shall be furnished, installed, connected and maintained by the Contractor in a
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workman-like manner satisfactory to the Contracting Officer, and shall be removed by the

Contractor in like manner at his expense prior to completion of the construction.

SP 25. COMMERCIAL WARRANTY. The Contractor agrees that the building and congruction
materids and building hardware furnished under this contract shdl be covered by the most
favorable commercid warranty the Contractor givesto any customer for such products and that
the rights and remedies provided herein are in addition to and do not limit any rights afforded to
the Government by any other clause of this contract. The warranty will take effect immediatdy
after compliance by the Contractor of these specifications, and acceptance of the completed
work by the Government.

SP 26. PAYMENT FOR MATERIAL STORED OFFSITE.

1. STEDESCRIPTION

1.1 Nature of Construction

This project consists of preparation and dewatering of site, removal of debris, excavation, bedding
preparation, installation and testing of 42" interceptor sewer pipe, backfill, and seeding and fertilizing of disturbed
areas. The interceptor will be located along Camp Creek between the Ross Road Waste Water Treatment Plant on the
north and College Road on the south. The project will be located just east of Hernando in Desoto County,

Mi ssi ssippi.

1.2 Sequence of Major Activities

Thework, which will disturb soils, consists of excavation and backfill for installation of 42" gravity flow sewer
main.

1.3 AreaAffected

Thetotal area of the site, within the right-of-way limits, which may be impacted by construction, is
approximately 15.0 acres.

1.4 Runoff Coefficient and Soils

The runoff coefficient immediately after construction is estimated to range between 0.10 and 0.30. Once the
construction has been compl eted and the disturbed areas have been revegetated, the runoff coefficient should return
to pre-construction conditions. Soilsin thisareaconsist of silt, silty sandswith amixture of fat and lean clays
underlain by sand.

2. EROSION AND SEDIMENT CONTROLS

2.1 Non-Structural Measures

2.1.1 Generd

Prior to the beginning of any construction, the Contracting Officer will identify all land resourcesto be
preserved within the Contractor’ swork area. The Contractor shall not remove, cut, deface, injure, or destroy land
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resources including trees, shrubs, vines, grasses, topsoil, and land forms outside the construction limits without
specia permission. The Contractor shall provide effective protection for land, water and vegetation resources at all
times. The Contractor shall construct or install temporary and/or permanent erosion and sedimentation control

features as indicated herein to minimize pollutants entering streams, water bodies or wetlands.

2.1.2 Protection of L andscape

Trees, shrubs, vines, grasses, land forms and other landscape features indicated and defined on the contract
drawings or as directed by the Contracting Officer to be preserved shall be clearly identified by marking, fencing, or
wrapping with boards, or any other approved technique.

2.1.3 Reduction of Exposure of Unprotected Erodible Soils

All earthwork shall be planned and conducted to minimize the duration of exposure of unprotected soils.
V egetative ground cover shall not be destroyed, removed or disturbed more than 20 calendar days prior to grading or
earth moving. To the extent feasible, riprap, side slopes, back slopes, and any other exposed surfaces shall be
stahilized by turfing, temporary seeding, mulching, fabric mats or other approved stabilization methods, as soon as
possible after work in a particular areais completed or within 7 days on areas that will remain unfinished more than 30
calendar days.

2.1.4 Establishment of Turf

Turf shall be established as a permanent erosion control measure on all areas designated to receive turfing
as shown on the plans. Should construction be halted, for any reason, temporarily or permanently, for more than 30
days, in any portion of the site, temporary or permanent turfing measures, or other approved temporary stabilization
of exposed areas, such as mulching, shall be initiated as soon as possible, but in no case shall stabilization measures
begin more than 7 days after construction is halted. Turf shall be established in accordance with the Contract
Technical Specifications.

2.15 Seeding

If used, seeding shall be as specified in the Technical Specifications. Temporary seeding shall consist of
grasses or grains appropriate for the season in which they are sown. A satisfactory method of sowing shall be
employed, using approved mechanical power-driven seeders, mechanical hand-seeders, broadcast-seeders, or other
approved methods. When conditions are such by reasons of drought, high winds, excessive moisture, or other
factorsthat satisfactory results are not likely to be obtained, work shall be halted and resumed only when conditions
are favorable or when approved alternative or corrective measures and procedures have been effected.

2.1.6 Mulching

If used, mulch shall be material that do not contain noxious grass or weed seed that might be detrimental to
the turfing being established. Mulch shall be spread uniformly in a continuous blanket, using 2 tons per acre of
straw mulch or 1,200 pounds per acre of wood cellulose fiber mulch.

2.1.7 Eetilizer

Fertilizer shall be distributed uniformly over the areas to be turfed at arate which will supply not less than 40
pounds of available nitrogen, 40 pounds of available phosphorous, and 40 pounds of potash per acre.

2.2 Structural Measures

2.2.1 Generd
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Temporary erosion and sediment control measures such as silt fences, check dams, and sedimentation
basins shall be constructed as necessary and maintained until the project is complete and final stabilizationisin
effect, after which they shall be removed. Erosion and sediment control measures must be in place and functional
before earth moving operations begin, and must be constructed and maintained throughout the construction period.
If necessary for construction, temporary measures may be removed at the beginning of the workday, but must be
replaced at the end of the workday; however, at no time will silt-laden stormwater be allowed to discharge into
adjacent streams, waterbodies or wetlands. All control measures shall be checked, and repaired as necessary, weekly
in dry periods and within 24 hours after any rainfall of 0.5 inches within a 24-hour period. During prolonged rainfall,
daily checking and repairing is hecessary.

2.2.2 Silt Fences

If used, silt fences shall be constructed along the toe ends of each excavated material embankment and any
other areas necessary to minimize the entry of erosive material into watercourses or wetlands. Fences shall be
constructed of baled straw or other equivalent devicesin accordance with Drawing C2.01.

2.2.3 Check Dams

Check dams shall be constructed across ditches, drains and swales using baled straw or equivalent devices
to minimize sediment transport away from the site and into watercourses or wetlands. Check dams shall be inspected
for sediment accumulation after each significant rainfall and sediment removed when it reaches one-half the height of
the barrier. Sediment removal shall include removal and disposition in alocation where it will not erode into
construction areas, watercourses or wetlands. Dams shall be constructed in accordance with Drawing C2.01.

2.2.4 Sediment Basins

Sediment from construction areas with 10 or more disturbed acres at one time, may be trapped in temporary
or permanent basins. After each storm, the basins shall be allowed to settle for 24 to 48 hours after which the
accumulated water may be removed. In order to maintain basin effectiveness, accumulated sediment shall be
removed when the depth of sediment reaches one-third of the depth of structure in any part of the pool. Discharge
shall be controlled by paved weir, by vertical overflow pipe draining from the surface, or by a spillway protected by
baled straw filter barriersin the spillway and at the outlet toe of the spillway. |If pumps are used, the discharge shall
be such that there is no deposition or sediment in streams or wetlands. The collected sediment shall be reused for fill
on the construction site, or placed in a suitable disposal area and stabilized. If used, the basins shall provide at least
3,600 cubic feet of storage for each acre drained. Where such basins are not used, other equivalent sediment control
measures are required. Basins shall be constructed in accordance with Drawing C2.01. Existing or newly excavated
material borrow areas may be utilized as temporary or permanent sedimentation basins with discharge controlled as
above.

2.25 Other Measures

Other temporary erosion and sediment control devices such as dikes, swales, and drains may be used as
necessary or in lieu of the above mentioned measures provided they are consistent with Best Management Practices
(BMPs) and approved by the Contracting Officer. These devices shall be maintained until permanent drainage and
erosion control facilities are complete and operative. Earthen erosion control features shall be compacted and
stabilized immediately with vegetation as specified in paragraphs 2.1.5 and 2.1.6.

2.2.6 Velocity Dissipation Devices

Should drains or swales be used, they shall be constructed with velocity dissipation devices (check drains).
These devices shall be removed after the erosive areas have been stabilized. Check dams shall be utilized in any
other areas where required.
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2.3 Records
A record of the dates when major grading activities occur, when construction activities temporarily or

permanently cease on a portion of the site, and when stabilization measures are initiated and completed shall be kept
by the Contracting Officer at the construction site at all times.

3. STORM WATER MANAGEMENT
In order to provide permanent storm water pollution protection, turf shall be established on all disturbed areas
within the construction limits. Permanent turf shall be established in accordance with the Contract Technical
Specifications. A specific individual shall be designated to be responsible for erosion and sediment controls.
4. OTHER CONTROLS
4.1 General

Construction activities shall be kept under surveillance, management and control to avoid pollution of surface
and ground waters. Special management techniques shall be implemented to control water pollution.

4.2 Solid Wastes

Solid wastes (excluding clearing debris) shall be placed in containers, which are emptied on aregular schedule.
All handling and disposal shall be conducted to prevent contamination. All solid wastes shall be transported off the
work site and disposed of in compliance with Federal, State and local regulations.

4.3 Chemical Wastes

Chemical wastes shall be stored in corrosion resistant containers, removed from the work area, and disposed
of in accordance with Federal, State and |local regulations.

4.4 Off-Site Vehicle Tracking

Off-site vehicle tracking of sediments and the generation of dust shall be minimized.

4.5 Washing and Curing Water

Wastewaters directly derived from construction activities shall not be allowed to enter waterways. These
wastewaters shall be collected and placed in retention ponds where suspended material can settle out or the water
evaporates so that pollutants are separated from the water.

5. STATEAND LOCAL PLANS

There are no known State or local erosion and sediment control requirements applicable to this work other than
those met by the requirements of this permit.

6. MAINTENANCE
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All maintenance of the Lower Camp Creek Interceptor North isthe responsibility of Desoto County, Mississippi.
7. INSPECTIONS
7.1 Genera
Quality assurance representatives shall inspect disturbed areas of the construction site and areas used for
storage of materials that are exposed to precipitation and have not been finally stabilized, structural control measures
and locations where vehicles enter or exit the site every seven (7) calendar days and within 24 hours of the end of a
storm that is 0.5 inches or greater. Where sites have been stabilized, inspections shall be conducted at |east once

every month.

7.2 Disturbed Areas and Areas Used for Material Storage

Disturbed areas and areas used for material storage that are exposed to precipitation shall be inspected for
evidence of, or the potential for, pollutants entering the drainage system. Erosion and sediment control measures
identified in the plan shall be observed to ensure that they are operated correctly. Where discharge locations or
points are accessible, they shall be inspected to ascertain whether erosion control measures are effectivein
preventing significant impacts to receiving waters. Locations where vehicles enter or exit the site shall be inspected
for evidence of off-site sediment tracking.

7.3 Modification of Pollution Plan

Based on the results of the inspection in paragraph 7.2, the site description identified in paragraph 1 of this plan shall
be revised as appropriate, but in no case more than 7 calendar days following the inspection. Such modifications
shall provide for timely implementation of any changesto the plan within 7 calendar days following the inspection.

7.4 Reports

A report summarizing the scope of the inspection, name(s) and qualifications of personnel making the
inspection, the date(s) of the inspection, major observations relating to the implementation of the Storm Water
Pollution Prevention Plan (SWPPP), and actions taken shall be recorded and retained as part of the SWPPP for at
least three (3) years from the date the site is finally stabilized.
8. DEFINITIONS

8.1 Best Management Practices (BMPS)

Schedules of activities, prohibitions of practices, maintenance procedures, and other management practice to
prevent or reduce the pollution of waters of the State. BMPs also include treatment requirements, operation
procedures and practices to control plant site runoff, spillage or leaks, sludge or waste disposal, or drainage from raw
material storage.

8.2 Commencement of Construction

Theinitial disturbance of soils associated with clearing, grading, or excavating activities or other construction
activities.

8.3 Drainage Swale

A drainage way with alining of grass, riprap, asphalt, or other material installed to convey runoff without
causing erosion.
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84 Check Dam
Small temporary dams constructed across a swale or drainage ditch to reduce the vel ocity of runoff flows.
85 Final Stabilization
All soil-disturbing activities at the site have been completed, and a uniform perennial vegetative cover with a

density of 85% of the cover for the area has been established or equivalent stabilization measures (such as the use of
mulches or geotextiles) have been employed.
